NATIONAL CULTURES MAY SURVIVE ‘FOREVER’

[Excerpts] The internationalization of national cultures in our country, which 
has received favorable objective and subjective conditions for its development, 
is a qualitatively new form of cultural integration of peoples [narody] com- 
pared with the capitalist type. It confirms Lenin's brilliant predictions that 
under socialism all the economic, political, and cultural life of the human race 
will be entirely internationalized (see V. I. Lenin, "Poln, Sobr. Soch. [Complete 
Works}, Vol 23, p 318) because socialism creates new, higher forms of human com- 
munal life where the lawful demands and progressive aspirations of the working 
masses of any nationality [natsional'nost'] are for the first time satisfied in 
international unity (see Lenin, op. cit., vol 26, p 40.) 


The principal content of the internationalization of the national cultures of the 
USSR peoples is the achievement of comprehensive mutual exchange of cultural 
values among peoples as the necessary source of the flourishing, convergence, 

and mutual enrichment of t..-ir cultures; the constantly growing role and inm- 
portance of common features in national cultures, national psychology, and the 
everyday life of peoples; and the gradual evening out of the levels of their cul- 
tural development. The concept of socialist interaationalization of national 
cultures also includes growth in the common element, based on the principles of 
socialist internationalization, among people of different nationalities with re- 
spect to their perception and evaluations of the phenomena and events of the 
contemporary world and their reactions to them and the incorporation of inter- 
nationalist philosophical goals and criteria in the consciousness of Soviet people 
and in their behavior and practical actions. Finally, the content of the social- 
ist internationalization of national cultures in our country also comprises 
making the achievements of Soviet and world culture accessible to the broadest 
masses of working people of all the nations [natsiya] and ethnic groups 
[narodnost'] of the USSR, giving every Soviet citizen regardless of social and 
national affiliation access to all sources of knowledge, involving every person 


in active creation of culture, and so on. 


In view of the above statements we can give the following definition, which does 
not claim to be absolutely complete, of this social phenomenon. The interna- 
tionalization of national cultures in the USSR is an objective, natural historical 








process which differs fundamentally in forms, content, and purposes from the capi- 
talist type of internationalization and broadly encompasses all aspects of the 
cultural life of the peoples of our country and fully promotes comprehensive and 
harmonious development of the individual, the continued elimination of national 
differences in both the material and cultural spheres, consolidation of fraternal 
friendship and cooperation among all Soviet nations and ethnic groups, a deepen- 
ing of the social and internationalist unity of the Soviet people as a new 
historical community of people, and the comprehensive flourishing, convergence, 
and mutual enrichment of the national cultures and, on this basis, the formation 
and continued development of a single Soviet international culture and prepara- 
tion of the most favorable conditions for creation of the worldwide culture of 
communism, which will embody the entire diversity, wealth, and humanism of the 


new world. 


The successful internationalization of the national cultures of the USSR peoples 

is also conditioned on the rule of succession in their development. Its meaning 
can be described using the concept of "cultural heritage," In it we include all 
the cultural values inherited by each people from earlier generations. This does 
not mean mechanical use of the heritage; it necessarily requires evaluation, 
selection, and reworking of its elements in conformity with the current needs of 
the society and the interests and goals of the historically leading class. In this 
connection V. I. Lenin pointed out that proletarian culture must be an elabcration 
of the “best models, traditions, and results of the existing culture from the 
standpoint of the worldview of Marxism and the conditions of the proletariat's 

life and struggle in the age of its dictatorship" (Lenin, op. cit., vol 41, p 462). 


Use of the cultural heritage also invariably includes critical analysis and crea- 
tive reinterpretation and innovation. it is precisely as the result of such use 
of cultural heritage that the Soviet multinational culture embodies the artistic 
experience of all the nations and ethnic groups of the USSR, taking from it only 
the best, progressive traditions and developing them on a new, socialist basis. 


Use of the cultural heritage is a constant process which has specific features in 
each stage of the development of socialist society. Whereas the selection of 
democratic elements of the culture of the historical epochs that preceded social- 
ism predominated in the period of transition from capitalism to socialism and, 

to a large extent, in the first stage of building developed socialism, in the 
stage of developed socialist society the predominant feature is selection and 
elaboration of the best elements of socialist culture itself and the democratic 
elements of the most highly developed contemporary world cultures, 


The creation and development of new types of art that did not exist earlier among 
many USSR peoples enriched the national cultures and broadened them, and at the 
same time these types of art acquired an tnimitable national coloring here, This 
is one more confirmation of the irrefutable truth that the way to successful de- 
velopment of Soviet multinational culture and successful elaboration and further 
deepening of the comprehensive internationalization of the national cultures of 
the USSR peoples is not isolation within the framework of a national culture with 
its uniqueness, but rather using the cultural heritage and experience of other 
nations and creating new, international traditions along with use of one's own 
historical experience and elaboration of the best progressive traditions of the 
past for the purpose of creating rich and diverse forms of national culture. 








The depth and scale of socialist internationalization are closely linked with the 
action of such rules of its development as the flourishing, convergence, and 
mutual enrichment of national cultures, These rules insure the formation of 
uniform, USSR-wide, international, socialist characteristics in the cultural 
makeup of each Soviet nation and ethnic group and each representative of them. 
When we speak of the content and essence of the socialist internationalization of 
nmaticnal cultures, we have in mind above all these rules, 


By the flourishing of national cultures we mean tne qualitative changes taking 
place within the development of each of them that most fully reveal the cultural 
potential of the peoples and broaden and deepen their capabilities for artistic 
assimilation of socialist reality, capabilities that give rise to new forms and 
genres of cultural creativity distinguished by their international character and 
content. This natural process enables each nation or ethnic group to express its 
own progressive features in the field of cultural life to the maximum, to enrich 
the cultural treasures of the entire human race with them, and in turn, to itself 
be ready and able to accept the best elements of the cultures of other peoples. 


The flourishing of national culture presupposes intensive and productive inter- 
action of each national culture with the cultures of other nations and ethnic 
groups and envisions both mutual familiarization, influence, and enrichment of 
national cultures and borrowing, reworking, and assimilating the vitally neces- 
sary elements of them from the cultural heritage of not just one’s own, but also 
other peoples. In other words, the flourishing of socialist national cultures 
also means a qualitative step in their internal development which is defined at a 
certain historical stage and conditioned on the depth and scale of interaction by 
each of them with the cultures of other peoples. 


The convergence of national cultures is the objectively caused rule of their 
internationalization which operates on a socialist basis common to all the Soviet 
nations and ethnic groups. As a result of its action there is an intensification 
of the common cultural features both by refinement of similar elements and fea- 
tures already existing in all or a majority of them that are called to life by 
common economic, political, and cultural characteristics of peoples’ life and 
through elements acquired as the result of mutual enrichment and further developed 
on one’s own national basis. International traditions and features in the form 
and content of each of the national cultures take shape and grow strong through 


the action of this rule. 


The convergence of national cultures in the USSR is seen above all in the unity 
of their socialist content, based on Marxist-Leninist doctrine and international- 
ist ideological and esthetic principles. Today, when our country has become an 
all-people'’s state, the socialist content of the national cultures ost fully re- 
flect the interest of the entire Soviet people and embodies in itself true na- 


tionality. 


The mutual enrichment of national cultures as one of the fundamental rules of 
their internationalization is a form of progress which permits complete enrich- 
ment of each fraternal culture with the best cultural values of the other people 
and on this basis allows the formation of cultural values that are equally in- 
portant to all nationalities. Mutual enrichment itself promotes an intensifice- 
tion of international principles in all the interacting national cultures by 
combining international and national elements in them. 
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Mutual enrichment of national cultures takes the form of one culture's receiving 
from another new elements, cultural values, and methods and forms of reflecting 
socialist reality which are vitally necessary to it, more progressive, and capable 
of enriching it, or it may take the form of modification of cultural elements al- 
ready existing in the particular people as the result of its contacts with other 
peoples. This process goes forward through mutual familiarization, influence, 

and exchange. G. V. Plekhanov was correct when he said that "Influence is mutual 
when as the result of similarity in social ways and, therefore, cultural develop- 
ment, each of the two exchanging peoples can borrow something from the other” 

(G. V. Plekhanov, "Izbrannyye Filosofskiye Proizvedeniya' [Selected Philosophical 
Works], Moscow, 1956, Vol 1, p 658). It is preciseiy devloped socialism that 
creates the essential conditions and prerequisites for mutual enrichment of na- 
tional cultures. We have not had and do not have today any national cultures 
which would only borrow from others and not themselves give anything for their 
development or which would only give, impose, and dictate their conditions on 

the borrowing culture. "This process," it was observed at the 26th CPSU Congress, 
"is going forward in our country as it should go under socialism, on the basis of 
equality, fraternal cooperation, and voluntary participation" ("Materialy XXVI 
S"yezda KPSS" [Materials of the 26th CPSU Congress], Moscow, 1981, p 57). 


The internationalization of the cultures of the USSR peoples encompasses their 
national forms quite completely also. We know that national characteristics 

take shape under the influence of living conditions and the natural environment. 
Each nation or ethnic group has its own customs, linguistic and domestic tra- 
ditions, and national artistic tastes. Consideration of progressive national 
traditions and the special features and color of national culture serves the 
interests of internationalism and USSR-wide interests. Socialist practice se- 
lects and elaborates the most valuable and vital elements of national forms, and 
the elaboration of these forms themselves follows the path of mutual enrichment 

on the basis of the socialist content of national cultures. Many elements of the 
national form of culture grow beyond the narrow ethnic framework and become part 
of the cultural life of other nations and ethnic groups. This then broadens 

the sphere of influence of the national cultures on a different national environ- 
ment and stimulates their common development as part of the one international 
culture of the Soviet people. 


The essence of the process of internationalization of the cultures of the USSR 
peoples through steady convergence and mutual enrichment of national forms is 
not the disappearance of unique national forms and specific national color, but 
above all a steadily growing consolidation of socialist, internationalist fea- 
tures and traditions in them and a rejection of obsolete elements, everything 
that obstructs the interests of international communication, 


Being closely tied to swiftly overcoming national differences, the process of 
socialist internationalization is increasingly seen in the area of linguistic 
intercourse among the USSR peoples. The result of this is the flourishing of 


national languages, broadening of their social functions, refinement of internal 
structure and normative standards, intensified mutual contact, and so on. The 
functional development of the contemporary Ukrainian literary language is in- 
structive here, For more than 200 years of its history this language traveled 

a long and difficult path from a "language of the home” to the language of the 
Ukrainian socialist nation, a language that is assigned all social functions, 
one of the most highlv developed national languages of the present day. 
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[ne internationalization o 
marked by such vit ally necessary processes as sin 
languages for the role of means of international communication and the function- 
ing and continued spread of the main type of bilingualism — fluency in both the 
native language and the language of international communication, In conformity 
with the needs of the practical public activities of the USSR peoples and with 
their voluntary consent the Russian language has become the means of interna-

tional communication in and one of 
ment and development for the languages of the Soviet socialist nations and ethnic 


groups. Today 82 percent of the population of the country is fluent in Russian 
and more than 60 million people who are not Russian by birth consider it their 
second native language. 


The process of socialist internationalization operates in all areas of the con- 
temporary national cultures of the USSR peoples, which results in the formation 
and establishment of common artistic traits among Soviet people and the estab- 
lishment of uniform USSR-wide esthetic criteria and evaluations, The interna- 
tionalization of artistic tastes is becoming one of the most important rules of 
the contemporary cultural development of Soviet society and an effective tool for 
further deepening the internationalization of the national cultures of the USSR 


peoples. 


Thus, the socialist internationalization of the cultures of the USSR peoples 
causes a steadily growing number of phenomena of national cultures to g0 beyond 
national boundaries and be organically accepted by other people. It shaped USSR- 
wide cultural, esthetic, and everyday norms and traditions and leads to the trans- 
formation of the best national values into USSR-wide, generally acknowledged 
values and to the formation and continued development of the one international 
culture of the Soviet people. As the decree of the CPSU Central Committee 

"The 60th Anniversary of the Formation of the USSR" emphasizes: “The one inter- 
national culture of the Soviet people is growing and becoming strong on the 
fertile soil of mature socialism. It serves all the working people and expresses 
their common ideals. It takes in all the generally recognized accomplishments and 


unique traditions of the national cultures" (p 14). 


The formation and development of the process of socialist internationalization of 
the national cultures of the Soviet peoples is marked by a large number of spe- 
cific characteristics. Among them we include the following: (1) in our country 
this process took shape gradually and deepened as socialist productive forces 

and production relations grew and became international and the Soviet way of life 
matured and grew sirong; (2) historically speaking, the formation and development 
of this process is inseparably linked with the processes of the formation and de- 
velopment of a new socialist culture, new social awareness, new communist 
ideology, new moral-ethical norms of human behavior, and a whole list of other 
components that characterize the contemporary cultural makeup of Soviet society; 
(3) the internationalization of national cultures is an objective process, but it 
does not occur spontaneously or automatically; rather it is consciously directed 
and planned by the Communist Party whose activities are based on Marxism-Leninisn, 


the most progressive doctrine in the world, a thoroughly consistent doctrine, and 


in particular on the Marxist-Leninist theory of national cultural development; 
(4) the internationalization of national cultures and socialist society is a 
constant process, but in certain periods of the life of society the intensity 


and 











main directions of this process may vary; (5) the internationalization of the na- 
tional cultures of the USSR peoples is a deeply voluntary phenomenon and it occurs 
only when there is a need for it. 


As a multifaceted and all-encompassing phenomena, internationalization also in- 
cludes the content of the national cultures, intensifying their ideological 
unity, and the national forms, modifying, refining, and reconciling them among 
themselves, thus freeing the national cultures from everything that is out of 
date and no longer corresponds to the new conditions of social life. 


Under the conditions of our country the development of this process is based on 
natural rules which also determine its socialist character. In the social prac- 
tice of socialist and communist development these rules operate in dialectical 
unity, mutually causing and complementing one another, Disruption of this 
unity, isolation, or diminishing the role and significance of any of them or, on 
the other hand, absolutizing and exaggerating any of them inevitably leads in 
practice to the formation of disproportions in the process of internationaliza- 
tion and has a negative effect on all aspects of the development of national 


cultural life. 


Thanks to the operation of all the rules of internationalization of national cul- 
tures and the dialectical unity, the peoples of the USSR who were formerly back- 
ward in their development were able in an amazingly short period of historical 
time to travel paths of development equal to centuries and millenia and their cul- 
tures, developing through internal and external potential and enriching themselves 
with all the best features taken from the cultures of other peoples, did not be- 
come “impersonalized,” "standardized," or “uniform” cultures as bourgeois ideolo- 
gists assert, but rather glowed with the unprecedented richness of the hues of 
their socialist content and unique national forms because, as A. V. Lunacharskiy 
correctly wrote, "The human race is inexorably moving toward internationalization 
of culture. The national principle will, of course, remain for a long time, pos- 
sibly forever, but certainly internationalism does not presuppose destruction of 
national ™otitsin the human symphony. Rather it envisions a rich and free har- 
monization of them” (A. V. Lunacharskiy, “Sobr. Soch.” [Complete Works], 8 vol, 
Moscow, 1967, vol 7, p 183). 


Mutual enrichment and convergence on the basis of flourishing is the real dialec- 
tic of the internationalization of the Soviet national cultures. Its deepening 
and elaboration permits an organic combination of international and progressive 
national aspects and maximum satisfaction of the growing cultural needs of the 
multinational Soviet people. The refinement and further deepening of this 
process insures in practice that socialist culture will gradually grow into conm- 
munist culture, leading to complete realization of V. I. Lenin's scientific 
prediction: "Proletarian culture equals communism” (V, I. Lenin, op. cit., Vol 


51, p 299).

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MIXED MARRIAGES DISAPPROVED BY REPRESENTATIVES OF MANY NATIONALITIES

{Excerpt} The new socialist traditions and rituals are being constructed by cre- 
ative reinterpretation of the cultural heritage of the past. In the very first 
years of Soviet power V. I. Lenin wrote as follows about proletarian culture: 

it is "not an invention of the new proletarian culture, but rather an elaboration 
of the best examples, traditions, and resuits of the existing culture from the 
standpoint of Marxist philosophy and the conditions of the life and struggle of 
the proletariat during the age of its dictatorship” (V. I. Lenin, “Poln. Sobr. 
Soch.") [Complete Works], vol 41, p 462). The nihilistic attitude toward the 
past and ignoring the accomplishments of earlier generations contradict the en- 
tire essence of Marxism-Leninism and are incompatible with the practical path 

of building communism. VY. I. Lenin emphasized that Marxism “has assimilated and 
reworked everything that was valuable in more than 2,000 years of development of 
human thought and culture. Only continued work on this basis and in this same 
direction, inspired by the practical experience of the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat as its last struggle against any exploitation, can be recognized as 
development of truly proletarian culture” (Ibid., p 337). 


J. I. Lenin assigned a decisive role to the revolutionary traditions of the work- 
ing cla +: in overcoming petty bourgeois customs and pointed out that we must 
"struggle against the bourgeoisie by military means and even more by ideological 
mean by indoctrination, so that the customs, habits, and convictions which the 
workin, class worked out for itself through many decades of struggle for politica! 
freedom, so that the entire sum of these customs, habits, and ideas can serve as 

a means of indoctrinating all working people” (Ibid., pp 400-401). 


In our day we revere the remarkable traditions that were conceived and tempered in 
the fire of revolution; we develop and multiply them. The new socialist tradi- 
tions and civilian rituals are constructed on the basis of everything valuable 
found in the people's traditions and rituals of the past. 


The traditional people's rituals and holidays, as a powerful means of affecting 
torical 


the psyche and consciousness of people, help reinforce and pass on his 





experience, and establish social ideals, ethical norms, and ager igbey ideas. 
in other words, they are an important means of indoctrinating people and shaping 
the Soviet way of life That is wih.y the ideas of new relations among people and 
the new way of life must be reflected in the new Soviet socialist rituals. #ut 
this is a 1if fi silt matter We must face certain problems here. The difficulty 
is that often the very same customs are interpreted differently and therefore can 
be either positive or negative, in other words serve gcod or evil. For example, 
take the custom of hospitality. The guest meant a holiday in the home of the 


mountain-dweller and received the best place and the best food. This is a good 


But sometimes the guest proved to be a criminal hiding from just ven- 


custom. 

geance, Ye" people, afraid of violating the custom of hospitality, would give him 
board and room. 

Then there is the vestige of the past known as "kalym,”" where a young mar: who 
wants to be married must either pay for his bride (which rarely occurs among us 


today) or spend an enormous amount for a literally ruinous wedding, including 
buying gifts for all his wife's many relatives. And there are still cases of 


someone she does no

stealing brides, where the girl who is stolen must marry 


love. And her relatives, even though they are indignant at the theft, 
sometimes give silent consent to the marriage, which is occasionally supported by 
a certain amount paid as compensation for the “harm.” Another custom that still 


in certain 


exists says that an [Islamic woman must stay shut up in the home. 

cases an "adat" court of “kkhel"” operates; this conflicts not only with socialist 
morality and our moral precepts, but also with Soviet law. Not so long ago 

there was a case where a “kkhel” court delivered a verdict against the inhabi- 
tants of an “aul” [viliage] who had appeared as witnesses in a case of stealing 
state property and helped expose the criminals; the verdict ordered the residents 
to pay an enormous amount for the benefit of the guilty persons. We can say that 


this is an exceptional case. But it does happen that a person who has committed 


i misdeed turns not te his civil conscience, but rather to the "kkhel” court and 
asks those who runs it (and it is run by old men — the ardent supporters of 
[slam and servants of t.he cult) to determine the degree of his guiit and his 
punishment, as required by the “shariat.” 
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ceremonies. Thanks to these numerous measures the new socialist rituais and pro- 


gressive traditions are becoming firmly established among the population of the 


republic. 


Among the new family and domestic traditions and rituals which have become firmly 
established among the peoples of the Northern Caucasus the marriage ceremony has 
a special place. It differs fundamentally from registration of a marriage con- 
cluded before the victory of the October Revolution. Whereas in the pre- 
revolutionary period the act of marriage registration among the mountain people 
of the Northern Caucasus was done secretly (only the mulla, parents, and very 
close relatives who acted as witnesses during conclusion of the "shariat"™ mar- 
riage, knew of it), the new ritual of ceremonial marriage registration has been 
given esthetic and emotional content which significantly enhances the social sig- 
nificance of this vitally important event. The new ritual does not contain the 
traditional marriage ceremony and customs related to vestiges of the old way of 
life where servants of the cult taught the young people to live according to the 
laws of the “shariat,"” reminding them that the husband is the master of his wife 
and she must be the husband's obedient slave. In the new marriage rituals rep- 
resentatives of the community playa large part; they give the bride and groom 
testimony about marriage and offer gifts and greetings from public organizations. 
Prominent people and work comrades give parting speeches and toasts. Amateur 
artistic performances are put on for the newlyweds. In short, such weddings 
have become true holidays for young people. 


The new wedding rituals are gradually supplanting the archaic rituals of the 
feudal-patriarchal past in the everyday life of the peoples of the Chechen-Ingush 
ASSR. The new marriage rituals, which fit the needs of our Soviet reality, are 
increasingly practiced by these people. The contemporary ritual is also important 
in that it is based on new, socialist relations among people and the entire ritual 
is directed to confirming the Soviet way of life and shaping the character of a 
builder of communism. The new weddings are testimony to the profound change in 
the consciousness of Soviet people who have rejected the religious ideologies 

that enslave them and the old, constraining family and everyday traditions. 

But it should be observed that despite the introduction of the new ritual of 
ceremonial marriage registration among the peoples of the Soviet East, one still 
finds young people who, under the influence of their elders, agree to go through 
the religious wedding ritual first and then register the marriage at the registry 
office. And how unseemly some of the old wedding rituals that still exist seem 
in comparison with the new rituals which are increasingly accepted! The old 
wedding rituals reinforce features of everyday life which are alien to the Soviet 
way of life: personal enrichment, greed, degradation of the woman, and so on. 
Therefore, broad propaganda for the new wedding ritual and introducing it in 
everyday life is one important way to overcome vestiges of the past. 


Progressive changes have also taken place in the burial ritual under the influ- 
ence of everyday socialist culture. The civil burial ritual began to be intro- 
duced in practice in our country from the very first years of Soviet power. 

The main problem in introducing it is not working out the ritual (it is 
basically available already), but creating the material and organizational con- 
ditions for its universal introduction. In the past the religious burial ritual 
attempted at a moment of strong emotion to represent human life on earth as in- 
significant and to reinforce the idea that only religion points the way for 
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people to spiritual salvation and immortality, According to the Islamic custom 
the parents and relatives of a dying person frequently call the mulla so that 

he can bless the person and “give him the symbol of the faith." The procedure 
for this ritual goes as follows. The mulla who has been invited pronounces cer- 
tain phrases at the bedside of the dying person and declares him a believer re- 
gardless of whether he is a believer or an atheist. Relatives and clese friends 
play a certain part here. It is considered mandatory to sacrifice one or two 
head of cattle and to distribute the meat to the inhabitants of the town or 
street. This ritual is called the preburial sacrifice. The people around de- 
termine the attitude of friends and relatives toward the deceased person by 

the amount of this sacrifice, thus creating a spirit of unhealthy competition in 
slaughtering cattle and drawiug people into large expenditures. 


These rituals are not harmful simply because they lead to material loss. The 
worst thing is that they affect people’s consciousness, instilling in them the 
false idea that life exists beyond the grave. Unlike the religious ritual, the 
civil burial ritual promotes affirmation of the materialist worldview. The 
solemn and sorrowful civil burial ritual is an expression of respect to the de- 
ceased and gratitude for all the good things he did for people. This ritual has 
a great emotional impact. At the present time new traditions are beginning, 
conducting wakes and accompanying the deceased with honor on his final journey, 
which fundamentally contradicts the Islamic burial ritual. The new burial 
ritual applauds the significance of life and affirms respect for those who love 
people and their work, for those who left a good memory of themselves. 


Mixed [internationality] marriages have an important place in shaping the new 
Soviet rituals. In the past marriages between members of different nationalities 
and different faiths were an insurmountable obstacle to the convergence of na- 
tions [natsiya] and ethnic groups [narodnost']. The Islamic clergy was espe- 
cially concerned to see that "blood did not lose its original purity." There- 
fore they considered mixed marriages to be a "betrayal of national interest." 
And the children born from such marriages were not considered full-fledged mem- 
and did not have full rights within the particular nation; in other words 
they were not full-blooded representatives of the nation and therefore could not 
take a prominent place in society. The Great October Socialist Revolution broke 
down class and nationality barriers, thus creating conditions for the establish- 
ment of socialist principles in families and everyday relations. All this led 
to growth in mixed marriages and to the elimination of nationality and religious 


barriers in internationality relations. 


bers 


Mixed me-ziages are a complex social phenomenon. They reflect the interna- 
tionalism of Soviet people, the process of convergence of our nations and ethnic 
groups, and the formation and establishment of the new historical community of 
people, the Soviet people. Describing this social phenomenon, L. I. Brezhnev 
observed: "Representatives of many nationalities live and labor side by side in 
every Soviet republic, in every oblast, and in every one of our large cities. 
The number of mixed marriages in the country is growing; it is in the millions" 
(L. I. Brezhnev, “Leninskim Kursom: Rechi i Stat'i” [By a Leninist 


Course: Speeches and Articles], vol 4, p 59). 


As many cases show, mixed marriages lead to interpenetration of language and cul- 


ture. "The formation of mixed-nationality families reflects growth in the 
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internationalist feelings and views of Soviet people; on the other hand, it pro- 
motes national convergence and the forming of common features. The mixed- 
nationality family, joining together the carriers of different national cultures, 
customs, traditions, and national psychology, promotes affirmation of the best 
elements of them in everyday life and shapes new goals, new forms of behavior, 
and an internationalist attitude toward the representatives of other national- 
ities. The members of mixed-nationality families rid themselves of harmful, 
outdated national traditions, cultures, and rituals, including religious ones, 
more quickly. The mixed-nationality family usually becomes a carrier of the new 
internationalist views and nonreligious traditions” (I. V. Poluk, "The Process 
of Convergence of Nations Under Conditions of a Developed Society as a Factor in 
the Development of Atheism," in the book "Nauchnyy Ateizm: Problemy Teorii i 
Praktiki" {Scientific Atheism: Problems of Theory and Practice], Moscow, 1974, 


vol 2, p 53). 


According to the 1970 all-Union census the USSR had about 59 million families. 
The members of more than 51 million of the families belong to one nationality, 
and about § million families have representatives of different nationalities. 

The latter are about 13.5 percent of all families living in the USSR. Of 1,000 
marriages concluded in 1959 102 were mixed marriages; in 1970 the figure was much 
higher. Let us take the Chechen-Ingush ASSR in the prewar period for an example. 
At that time mixed-nationality marriages accounted for less than two percent of 
the total number of marriages concluded in the republic. In 1959 they already 
accounted for eight percent, and in 1979 12 percent. The number of mixed mar- 
riages is growing in the other republics of the Caucasus and Central Asia also, 
just as it is in the other nationality republics of the Soviet Union. But it 
should be noted that even in our day growth in mixed-nationality marriages is 
still being held up by various types of religious and nationalist prejudices. 


The findings of a concrete sociological study done in the Chechen-Ingush ASSR 
showed that 29.6 percent of the Chechens, 24.5 of the Ingushes, and 14.8 percent 
of the Russians still do not approve of marriages with representatives of dif- 


ferent nationalities. 


Despite this there is every reason to affirm that there is a tendency toward 
mixed-nationality marriages that is predominating in family and marital rela- 
tions today. This testifies to the steady ccavergence of our nation and the 
deepening of the process of internationalization of all the public and personal 
life of Soviet people, the liberation of marital unions from class and religious- 
nationality prejudices, the breakdown of artificial national and race barriers 
that had existed for centuries, and the creation of the mixed-nationality family 


based on principles of love and mutual respect. 


An important form of internationality indoctrination of working people is con- 
ducting traditional street holidays and weeks dedicated to friendship between 
the working people of different republics or rural and urban rayons of a re- 
public or oblast, hammer and sickle holidays, festivals of internationality 
friendship, and the like. Street holidays were not immediately adopted in the 
Chechen-Ingush ASSR as a form of mass political work at the places of residence 
of the working people which could become an inseparable part of the interna- 
tionalist indoctrination of the population of the republic. There were experi- 
ments, discoveries, and failures, But more experience with such holidays was

accumulated every time one was held. Every rural rayon in the republic today 
can conduct such holidays in an interesting manner. 


At the first street holidays residents of the street, veterans of the Party and 
Komsomol, veterans of labor and che Civil and Great Patriotic wars, teachers, 
party workers, and deputies would tell about the life and work of the person 
after whom the street was named, the history of the street, and important events 
in the lives of prominent working people who lived on the street, Then the resi- 
dents of one or several streets began to hold holidays together, organize the 
viewing of a documentary film or amateur concert, or hear a lecture or report on 
topics of interest. 


Today the organizers of these celebrations have a large arsenal of events: holi- 
days for residents of streets in honor of worker dynasties or a married couple 
who are celebrating their silver, or sometimes golden wedding anniversary, holi- 
days in honor of newlyweds, October celebrations, meetings with Heroes of 
Socialist Labor, ceremonial sendoffs to the Soviet Army, holidays of labor glory, 
and friendship holidays for representatives of the different nationalities who 
populate our republic. In addition to street holidays, labor holidays are regu- 
larly celebrated in our republic. 


Hammer and sickle holidays and international friendship festivals are vivid and 
meaningful in the republic. At these events the working people of neighboring 
rayons or rayons linked by sponsorship relationships exchange valuable production 
know-how and help one another solve many questions of economic and cultural de- 
velopment. 


This significantly enriches the cultural life of both the rural and urban popu- 
lations and makes it more meaningful and interesting. Joint celebrations serve 
the cause of further strengthening the internationality ties of the working 
people. All of these activities, which have already become new socialist tra- 
ditions, are full of humanistic content. They are outwardly pleasing and 
attractive, express great emotions, and elevate the human individual, inspiring 
and reinforcing his sense of his own dignity. They are an effective means of 
communist indoctrination and promote development of the Soviet way of life, the 
establishment of healthy everyday practices, and convergence of the culture of 
our socialist nations.

“Administration of the Agroindustrial Complex"/ 


{Text/ In consistently implementing the program of agricultural policies 
Outlined during the March (1965) Plenum of the Central Committee and developed 
during subsequent plenums anc party congresses, the CPSU is carrying out a 
great amount of work aimed at achieving improvements in agricultural 
production. In addition, it constantly holds this important sector of the 
economy in the center of its attention. 


This was confirmed with new force during the May (1982) Plenum of the CPSU 
Central Committee, which became a great social-political event in the life of 
the party and state and an important landmark in the campaign to improve 
further the welfare of the Soviet people. The food program of the USSR, 
developed in conformity with the decisions handed down during the 26th congress 
of ovr party, was approved during this plenum. The solving of the food 
problem, as was mentioned during the plenum, assumes further development of 
the productive forces of agriculture and an intensification of the capabilities 
of the processing industry. But this is one aspect of the work. Another and 
equally important one -- improving production relationships. The methods for 
administration, planning and stimulation and the management mechanism must 
create the conditions required for highly productive labor. It was mainly 
for this purpose that approval was given during the plenum for the decree of 
the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers entitled 
"Improving the Administration of Agriculture and Other Branches of the 
Agroindustrial Complex.” it calls for comprehensive measures aimed at 
improving the administration of the agrarian sector of the economy, boti in 
the center and in the various areas. For the very first time, the agro- 
industrial complex is being singled out as an independent object for 

planning and administration. In the process, special emphasis must be placed 
upon the fact that work associated with improving administration must be 
aimed at raising the economic and operational independence of the kolkhozes 
and sovknozes, as the chief elements of socialist agriculture, at overcoming 
departmental isolation ana achieving an optimum combination of branch and 


territorial principles. 








Natura@liy, @ Question arises: what Srought about the requiregen’ tor 
improvements in administration and in the economic mechanisa of sanagement in 
the branches of the agroindustrial complex’? Life itseif and experience 
provide the answer to this question. Over the past three five-year plans, 
substantial changes have taken place in the development of agricultural 
production. Following the March (1965) Plenum of the Central Committee, a 
program for the intensification of agricultural production was undertaken and 
large-scale capital investments were aliocated for the branches of the 
agroindustrial complex, including 347 billion rubles worth for agriculture 
alone. The fixed productive capital of an agricultural nature increased by a 
factor of four and the power-worker ratio -- by more than twofold. The 
reclaimed land fund increased by a factor of 1.7 and reached almosi 35 million 
hectares. The logistical base of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes was renovated 
from a quality standpoint. In this sphere of the economy, the processes of 
production specialization and concentration underwent further development and 
intensification. Over the past few years, aany large-scale specialized 
enterprises and associations have been created. New branches and organizations 
appeared for providing services in behalf of agricultural production. An 
extensive network developed in the rural areas of enterprises representing 
various ministries and departments, the purpose of which was to supply the 
kolkhozes anc sovkhozes with material resources, repair equipment, apply 
fertilizers, carry out land reclamation and construction work and provide for 
the transporting, storage and processing of the products. 


Intra-branch division of labor in agriculture itself and the creation of new 
branches in the agroindustrial complex have undoubtedly promoted its further 
intensification and growth in gross output. Over the past three five-year 
plans, its average annual production volume increased by a factor of 1.5. The 
average annual gross yieid of grain increased from 150 million tons during the 
7th Five-Year Plan to 205 million tons during the 10th. Milk production 
increased respectively from 65 to 96 million tons and meat (in dressed 

weight) -- from 9.3 to 14.8 million tons. Considerable increases took place 
in the production of cotton, sugar beets, vegetables and fruit. 


Nevertheless, as mentioned during the May Plenum of the Central Committee, we 
cannot remain content with that which has been achieved, nor can we fail to 
see that by no means has the food problem been removed from the agenda. The 
level of agricultural development is still not satisfying the constantly 
increasing requirements of the population, especially for dairy and meat 
products, vegetables and fruic. In addition, some negative trends have begun 
to manifest themselves in recent years: slower rates of growth for 
agricultural output and labor productivity and an increase in the number of 
low profitability farms. There are various reasons for this. They include a 
disruption in the cost accounting principles for production management, a 
reduction in the stimulating role played by such economic categcries as price, 
profit, credit, cost accounting and shortcomings in the administration of 
agriculture and other branches of the agroindustrial complex. 


An analysis and study of existing practice reveal that the existing 

organizational structures for administration in agriculture and its allied 
branches and also the mechanism for their interaction require improvements. 
Actually, branch trusts and associations have been created at multi-branch 
farms in a majority of the republics, krays and oblasts and this has led to 








an unjustified isolation of administration at the rayon and oblast levels. On 
the average for the country as a whole, the kolkhozes and sovkhozes in an 
administrative rayon have been divided into 4-5 groups, each of which is 
subordinate to its own oblast organ. All of this has disturbed the unity of 
the system for the planning, financing anc distribution of capital investments 
and logistical resources. The role played by the kolkhozes and sovkhozes 4s 
the principal elements in the system of production has been minimized and they 
are being confronted to a greater degree by the use of administrative methods 
of control which restrict the development of initiative among farm leaders and 


specialists and which lower their responsibility for their assigned tasks. 


The existing system for agricultural administration has turned out to be 
excessively cumbersome and the size of the administrative apparatus has 
increased unjustifiably. Over the past two five-year plans on the whole, it 
increased from the rayon level and higher by more than 60 percent and the 
effectiveness of agricultural production administration, directly in an 
oblast, kray and especially in a rayon, increased only negiijjibly. Many 
specialists, for various reasons, departed production operations and lively 
work and chose instead to take up positions in trusts and associations, where 
for the most part they engaged in the collection and processing of information 
which at times is needed by nobody. Here they exerted very little influence 
on improving planning and material stimulation or on introducing collective 
forms for labor organization and wages on the farms. Hence, as a result, an 
increase took place in the flow into the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of various 
types of orders, instructions and commands and in the number of conferences 
requiring the presence of the leaders and chief specialists in the rayon and 
oblast centers. The creation of a large number of republic, oblast and inter- 
rayon Organs and numerous trusts, to which a number of farms were subordinate, 
weakened the role played by the agricultural administrations of the executive 
committees of oblast and rayon soviets of people's deputies and this led in 
the final analysis to a deterioration in the operational management of the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes. For example, of 24 farms in Novousmanskiy Rayon in 
Voronezh Oblast, only four are subordinate to the agricultural administration; 
the remaining farms are subordinate to nine trusts and associations. And in 
Novosibirskiy Rayon in Novosibirsk Oblast, not one of the 17 farms is 
subordinate to the agricultural administration of the executive committee. 


What do these facts indicate? In essence, the maiority of the rayons lack a 
single organ for administering agricultural produc.ion, one which is capable 
of effectively directing its development. The present agricultural 
administrations are extremely few in number, they have not been allocated 
appropriate rights and at times they are unable to exert any noticeable 
influence with regard to improving the status of affairs on the farms. The 
isolation which exists between kolkhozes and sovkhozes located in the same 
rayon leads to various types of discrepancies in the trusts, administrations 
and associations and the chief one -- inability to maneuver logistical 
resources, restraints placed upon production specialization based upon inter- 
farm cooperation anc agroindustrial integration and upon the all-round solving 
of tasks. Nor is it only the kolkhozes and sovkhozes which are isolated. The 
various subunits which provide services for agricultural production and also 
which process the field and farm products are weakly associated with them 
both organizationally and economically. 








The existing inter-branch economic mechanism is far from perfect and does not 
exert adequate influence with regard to improving the structure of branches of 
the agroindustrial complex, nor does it orient them towards increasing the 
volumes of agricultural output, raising overall labor productivity, increasing 
net income or ensuring the rational use of resources. The process of 
intensifying the social division of labor within the agroindustrial complex, 

a process which is progressive by nature, is not accompanied by the development 
of organizational and economic measures for achieving cooperation in production 
efforts assigned to independent departments, through the subordination of their 
activities to the chief goal -- achieving a high final result. All of this 

led to disproportions and a lack of balance in the development of individual 
branches. For example, the logistical base for procurements and for the 
storage and processing of products now lags considerably behind the modern 


requirements. 


Life and experience itself have shown that agricultural production and the 
branches which provide services for it must not be viewed from an isolated 
standpoint, since they represent a single food complex. They must be 
administered as a single whole. The problem was presented in precisely this 
manner during the May 2lenum of the CPSU Central Committee, which developed a 
broad system of measures for p-omoting considerable improvements in the 
administration of agriculture and the other branches of the agroindustrial 


complex. 


Improvements in administration encompass all elements of the complex from top 
to bottom. Agroindustrial associations are being created in the rayons, 
oblasts, krays and autonomous republics, while committees of the presidiums 
of the union republic councils of ministers and the Presidium of the USSR 
Council of Ministers for the problems of the agroindustrial complex have been 
formed in the union republics and in the center. 


Special attention is being given to strengthening the rayon level of 
administration -- the largest group and the one called upon to unite the 
efforts of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, other agricultural enterprises and 
also the enterprises of their associated branches and to subordinate “heir 
activities to the common goal. And this is quite proper. A modern rural 
rayon appears not only as a territorial-administrative unit but also as a 
complex economic system. Its chief task -- to achieve the highest level in 
the production of agricultural products. And this requires exceptional 
coordination in the work of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, ome with the other, 
and also with the enterprises and organizations which service them and the 
skilful maneuvering of labor resources, equipment and other production 
resources. Naturally, this can be accomplished when everything is connected 
by a common interest and by a common plan for the production and procurement 
of farming and animal husbandry products, that is, included in the rayon 
agroindustrial associations. 


At the same time, a rural rayon constitutes a definite social system and this 
fact must not be overlooked. Many problems requiring skilful management are 
being solved here through common efforts: the program for rural settlement 

and the transformation of towns and villages into well organized settlements is 
being carried out, a highway-transport network is being created and placed in 
Operation and the construction of installations of a cultural-domestic nature 


is being carried out. 





It would appear that a requirement exists here for a truly competent and 
authoritative organ of administration, one capable of effectively solving the 
complicated tasks assigned by the May Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. 
Therefore a need exists for creating a rayon agroiniustrial association for 
coordinating the activities of agricultural enterprises and organizations of 
different subordinations, mobilizing efforts in the interest of ensuring more 
complete use of resources, increasing the production volumes and procurements 
of products, improving the quality of the products and achieving a high level 
of efficiency for the branches of the complex. It is a territorial inter- 
branch organizational-economic and production-economic agroindustrial 
formation for an administrative rayon. In accordance with the standard statute 
for a rayon agroindustrial association, its structure includes kolkhozes, 
sovkhozes, inter-farm formations, other agricultural enterprises and also 
enterprises and organizations which provide services for them or which process 
agricultural products. Enterprises and organizations which provide services 
for several rayons are included in the structure of an agroindustriai 
association, in accordance with a decision handed down by the executive 
committee of the oblast (kray) organ of state government or the Council of 
Ministers of the autonomous republic. 


A rayon association is created on an inter-departmental basis, that is, the 
enterprises and organizations included in it retain their economic 
independence, the rights of a legal entity and their departmental affiliation. 


The highest organ of administration for a rayon agroindustrial association is 
its soviet, formed by the rayon soviet of people's deputies at the behest of 
the executive committee. The association is subordinated in its activities to 
the rayon soviet of people’s deputies, to its executive committce and to the 
respective higher organ of state administration -- the soviet of the oblast, 
kray or republic agroindustrial association. Its structure includes the chief 
of the production administration -- the chairman of the association's council, 
all of the kolkhoz chairmen and sovkhoz directors and also the leaders of 
enterprises and organizations of other branches of the agroindustrial complex 
and the representatives of the respective social organizations. In the 
process, the representatives of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes will constitute 
the majority of the members of the association's council. And this is 
understandable. Agriculture is the central element of the entire agro- 
industrial complex and the kolkhozes and sovkhozes remain the principal 
producers of agricultural products; it is they who must play a decisive role 
in the practical implementation of the food program. 


The council of a rayon association is a democratic organ of administration. 
And not just because it is formed by an elective organ -- the soviet of 
people's deputies. In the interest of motivating workers, on a more extensive 
scale, to discussing the proposals associated with the economic and social 
development of a rayon and the preliminary preparation and examination of 
questions raised by the council, inter-branch committees can be created from 
among the specialists and representatives of social organizations and leading 
production workers. For example, these committees can be concerned with the 
production, procurements and processing of fieid crop husbandry and animal 
husbandry products, with the problems concerned with improving economic 
relationships and the social problems associated with rural development and so 


forth. 








The council of a rayon agroindustrial association becomes a single and 
sovereign organ of administration and one provided with extensive powers. It 
is authorized to develop, based upon the state plan for procurements from the 
standpoint of the kolxhozes, sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises, 
dratt plans for the sale of agricultural products to the state ana to submit 
them for approval by the rayon organ of state government. The council of an 
association will approve tor the farms and other agricultural enterprises 
subordinate to an agricultural administration the capitai investment limits, 
the budgetary appropriations and credits and logistical resources and it wiil 
provide all of the remaining planned indicators in accordance with the 
established nomenclature. It is authorized to centralize, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other enterprises and 
Organizations, the fulfillment of individual production-administrative 
functions and also to assign their execution to definite enterprises and 
Organizations regardless of departmental affiliation, or to create for these 
purposes specialized subunits based upon inter-farm cooperation. When a need 
se exists, it is authorized to redistribute a portion of the logistical 
resources among the association's enterprises and organizations (obviously 
with their consent). Based upon the standard norms, the association's council 
can approve the rates for services rendered within the association and also 
the prices for livestock and feed delivered by the farms to one another and it 
can create centralized funds for material incentives, social-cultural measures 
and housing construction and for the development of production. 


In the standard statute for a rayon agroindustrial association, the rights and 
obligations of this formation are defined in detail as they pertain to 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes, enterprises and organizations which provide services 
for agriculture and which process agricultural products, in the sphere of 
planning, inter-branch production-economic relationships, the sale of 
agricuitural products, capital construction, logistical supply, personnel, 


labor and wages. 


Naturaliy, the decisions of the council concerning problems of the agro- 
industrial complex, within the limits of its competence, will be mandatory for 
all of the enterprises and organizations belonging to the association. 

Should disagreements arise, then depending upon their nature, they can be 
resolved by the rayon soviet of people's deputies, its executive committee or 
the council of the higher agroindustrial association. 


The legal status of the councils of oblast, kray and republic (ASSR) agro- 
industrial associations is similar. Here consideration is given to the 
scales of their activities and to the peculiarities of the interrelationships 
with the oblast organizations and rayon associations. 


The creation of agroindustrial associations wiil make_it possible to combine 
the efforts of all of the APK /agroindustrial complex/ branches. Whereas 
earlier they were economically and organizationally isolated from each other 
and their departmenta! interests rarely coincided with the goals of the agro- 
industrial complex, today an opportunity is being created for orienting all of 
its branches not so much for the intra-branch effect but rather for achieving 
growth in overall effectiveness. The kolkhozes and sovkhozes and also the 
enterprises and organizations of other branches of the APK will be closely 
associated with one another by virtue of a single plan for the production and 








procurement of farming and animal husbandry products and by a common interest 

in achieving high final results. The new conditions provide a favorable 
Opportunity for terminating the unjustified dispersion of capital investments 
and for implementing an ail-round approach for solving all of the production and 
social tasks of a rayon, oblast, kray or autonomous republic. The authority 

of kolkhozes and sovkhozes is being raised and their economic independence and 


initiative increased. 


The creation of agroindustrial associations will promote more active 

development of the process of specialisation and integration. Many opportunities 
are Opening up for creating highly specialized inter-farm enterprises for the 
production of agricultural products on an industrial basis and for developing 

an appropriate infrastructure in the rural areas based upon the principles of 
state-kolkhoz cooperation. In¢ustrial production methods can be combined in 

a more rational manner with traditional methods and enterprises for the 
processing and storage of products can be built in a more intensive manner. 
Finally, the rayon associations will make more active use of the dividion of 
labor among the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


There is still another important circumstance: the administration is drawing 
directly closer to the production operations. It is becoming more efficient, 
more fiexible and more purposeful. Experience has shown that agricultural 
production should never be administered “from afar," by means of circular 
letters and paper recommendations. Its center must be shifted to the 
production sphere, to the farms and the opinions of those who work the land 
should be listened to. Moreover, the opinions registered by farm leaders and 
specialists when solving many production and social problems must be decisive. 
Here it is appropriate to mention the sage advice of V.I. Lenin, who wrote: 
"Farming in Kaluga Province is not the same as that at Kazan... Failure to 
take local differences into account in all of these matters would cause us to 
lapse into bureaucratic centralism and so forth and it would hinder locai 
workers with regard to these local differences, which are the basis for 
intelligent work (Complete Works, Vol. 45, p 198). 


The rayon agroindustrial associations, through the efforts of all of the 
partners, can utilize more completely the potential of the private plots and 
increase considerably the production of food products on these plots. They 
account for one fourth of the gross agricultural output. This is a large 
agrarian department of the country and one which requires considerable concern 


and attention. 


Thus the new organs of administration are creating the conditions and 
prerequisites required for bringing together forces which are presently 
disconnected, despite the fact that they are engaged in the same work -- the 
production of agricultural products. 


The soviets of people's deputies and the executive committees are confronted by 
many problems, some of which are of a priority nature, in connection with 
improving the organizational structure for administration in the rural areas. 
Their influence on the development of the agrarian sector of the economy is 
increasing considerably. The 31 May 1982 Ukase of the Presidium of the USSR 
Supreme Soviet entitled "Introducing Changes Into the Legislative Acts of the 
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USSR Concerning the Powers of the Soviets of People's Deputies in the Sphere of 
Agricultural Management and Management of Other Branches of the Agroindustrial 
Complex" has been enacted into law in conformity with the today’s requirements. 
The rights of the local organs of government in this sphere are being expanded 
and intensified. In the decree of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet 
entitled "The Tasks of the Soviets of People's Deputies With Regard To 
Implementing the Decisions of the May (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee,"’ the principal trends are clearly defined, with all work 
predicated upon the observance of these trends. It must be carried out 
without haste, in a thorough and well thought out manner and with all details 
concerned with the formation of the agroindustrial association and its council 
being studied very carefully. The executive committees of the local soviets 
must endeavor to create a competent and efficient working organ of 
administration, one which will be capable of exerting an effective influence 
on production while taking into account mainly the interests of the kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes and of persistently solving the vital problems of production and 
the social reorganization of the rural areas. 


But the formation of the highest organ of administration for an agroindustrial 
association is only the beginning of a great amount of work, the nature of 
which requires that it be carried out by the executive committees. Commencing 
with the very first steps taken by an agroindustrial association and its 
council, importance is attached to furnishing maximum assistance in developing 
their activities and constantly controlling and directing their work. True, 
some of the councils have already accumulated operational experience, 

although not completely in the form required at the present time. Nevertheless 
it conforms to the instructions of the May Plenum, as set forth in the basic 


Statutes. 


Over a period of a number of years, considerable success has been achieved by 
the agroindustrial associations in the Talsinskiy Rayon of Latvia, Abashskiy 
Rayon in Georgia and Vil'yandiskiy Rayon in Estonia. Experience has shown 

that this form of administration is sufficiently effective. When supplied to 

a like degree with fixed capital and labor resources, these rayons succeeded in 
achieving higher production indicators for all types of products than the 
average for the republics. 


Certainly, the operational experience of the first rayon agroindustrial 
associations requires further improvements, in conformity with the decree of 
the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers entitled 
"Improving the Administration of Agriculture and Other Branches of the 
Agroindustrial Complex." Similar to any type of work, it requires fixed 
attention, a thorough analysis of the processes taking place and business-like 
Support on the part of the local organ of government and its executive 
committee. This is particularly true in view of the fact that improvements ip 
administration bring to light many difficulties associated with the cthorouga 
weighing and taking into account of various factors: the natural and economic 
conditions for agricultural production within the agroindustrial complex, the 
equipping of it with material and labor resources, the trends for and levels 
of concentration and specialization, housing conditions and the level of 
cultural and domestic services for the rural workers. And it will be proper 
for the local councils to serve as reliable tutors for the young organs of 
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administration in solving these problems. This is particularly true in view of 
the fact that the carrying out of the food program, as mentioned during the 
November (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Centrai Committee must not be dragged out. 


The local councils must display special concern for ensuring that the organs 
of administration for the APK commence employing immediately a correct work 
style and methods. Obsolete administrative methods must not be used. The 
level of development for productive forces in the rural areas today requires 
the use of a new approach for organizing and administering production. The 
problems of production organization must be solved in a complete manner and 
based upon the introduction of scientific achievements and leading practice. 
The council of an agroindustrial association must avoid the administration of 
and petty support for kolkhozes and sovkhozes, raise their economic 
independence and initiative in every possible way and create favorable 
economic, social and organizational conditions for their successful operations. 


cconomic methods of administration must be employed in a consistent manner in 
all branches of the agroindustrial complex. This is particularly true in view 
of the fact that the May Plenum has opened up great opportunities for doing so. 
In the decrees of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers 
entitled "Measures for Improving the cconomic Mechanism and Strengthening the 
Kolkhoz and Sovkhoz <cconomies" and "Measures for Intensifying the Material 
Interest of Agricultural Workers in Increasing the Production of Goods and 
Raising Their Quality," the plans call for the implementation of a number of 
measures aimed at introducing genuine cost accounting procedures and improving 


material stimulation. 


The role being played by leading personnel and specialists in the development 
of agricultural production is increasing immeasurably. cvery attempt must be 
made to eliminate decisively the practice wherein some local organs, instead 
of raising their authority, furnish assistance and petty support and impose 
recommendations which do not always correspond to the specific conditions. 


Successful work cannot be ensured today unless stable economic conditions are 
created for the operations of kolkhozes and sovkhozes and all branches of the 
APK. Greater importance must be attached to the role played by such effective 
levers and stimuli for intensifying the production of field and farm products 
as production cost, price, profit, credit and cost accounting and concern must 
be displayed for ensuring that equipment is supplied to the rural areas on 
schedule and in a complete manner and that proper use is made of all resources 
allocated. The efforts of the new organs of administration must first of all 
be directed towards achieving these goals. Commands must not be issued, petty 
Support must not be tolerated, the development of initiative and creativity 

in work, expertise, independence in making decisions and improvements in the 
business-like attitude and responsibility of personnel must be promoted in 
every possibie way -- this is what is required at the present time. 


Rather than instructions as to when and how to sow, the various areas are 
awaiting business-like assistance in organizing cost accounting procedures and 
introducing scientific and practical achievements and a collective approach 
which will ensure higher indicators and economies in the use of labor. 
Importance is also being attached to bringing closer together the economic and 








social goals of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and the private interests of 
agricultural workers and to actively introducing progressive forms for wages. 
Permit me to cite an example. At the Put’ K Kommunizmu Kolkhoz in Istrinskiy 
Rayon in Moscow Oblast, a cost accounting brigade has been in operation for 
several years; this brigade has been assigned arable land and agricultural 
equipment. At the beginning of the year it was given a task and its expenses 
for all operations were determined. cach member of the brigade displays concern 
for ensuring that the resources made available are used in a thrifty manner. 
Wages are issued depending upon the harvest. And the results -- the machine 
Operators obtained 45 quintals of grain per hectare and more than 1,900 
quintals of fodder beets -- considerably more than the average for the farm. 
For each ruble earned, the members of the brigade received almost 50 kopecks 
in additional wages. Thus the interests of one and all were subordinated to 
the chief concern -- a thrifty attitude towards the land and achieving high 


final results. 


Computations have shown that improvements in the organizational structure for 
the administration of agriculture and other branches of the APK do not require 
any additional capital expenditures or an increase in the size of the staff. 

To the contrary, they must lead to the elimination of staff excesses. The 
working staff of a council for a rayon association is formed from the overall 
personnel strength of existing production agricultural administrations and 
also enterprises and organizations which provide services for the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes. Great importance is being attached to the creation of and 
implementation of improvements in the economic services. An agricultural 
administration will include departments for inter-branch relationships and 
planning, labor and social problems, procurements, the processing and marketing 
of products and for finances. The role played by the production department, 
which will include agricultural specialists from the various branches, will 
increase immeasurably. Acting in close contact with the kolkhoz and sovkhoz 
specialists, they will be required to solve all of the vital problems 

concerned with the development of agricultural production, increasing its 
specialization and raising efficiency. 


The staff of the production agricultural administration of an autonomous 
republic, formed from the overall personnel strength of the administrative 
staff of all organizations and institutes included in the structure of the 
agroindustrial complex, will become the working staff of the council of an 
oblast or republic association. This measure will make it possible to avoid 
duplication of certain administrative functions, it will unite the efforts of 
the specialists and it will aid them in working in a more fruitful manner. At 
the same time, it will simplify administration at the oblast or republic 
(ASSR) level and it will make specialists available, mainly from branches 
which provide services for agriculture, for work directly in production 


Operations. 


The local organs of APK administration are unusual and they have their own 
peculiarities which are typical only of them. In their hands the economic- 
Organizational functions are organically combined with the functions of state 
control over the carrying out of the legislation governing land utilization, 
the agronomic and veterinary requirements, observance of the kolkhoz 
regulations and so forth. The council of a rayon agroindustrial association 





possesses the rights of an organ of state management with regard to all farms 
and other enterprises and organizations, regardless of their departmental 
subordination. The services of the chief land manager, chief veterinary 
doctor, agronomist, zootechnician and gostekhnadzor will function within the 
structure of its working staff. Their specialists will exercise constant 
control over the observance of legislation, the state system for the use of 
natural and labor resources, the agricultural lands and observance of the 
kolkhoz regulations. In short, they will implement uniform state policies in 


these matters. 


Improvements in the administration of the APK and the formation of a more 
rational structure for it is opening up considerable opportunities for making 
more complete use of the economic reserves and for raising production 


efficiency.

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TASHKENT CONFERENCE ON NATIONALITY PROBLEMS REPORTED

[Text] A republic scientific-theoretical conference dedicated to the 60th 
anniversary of the formation of the USSR held in April 1982 in Tashkent had as 
its subject of discussion the development of social class structure and nation- 
ality relations in the mature socialist society. The conference was organized 
by the Uzbek SSR Ministry of Education, Tashkent State Pedagogical Institute 
imeni Nizami, the Uzbek Department of the USSR Philosophical Society, and the 
republic Zaniye Society. Roughly 100 reports and communications by scientists 
of Uzbekistan and the other fraternal republics of the country were heard and 


discussed at the conference. 


At the plenary session reports on timely problems of change in the social class 
structure of the mature socialist society were presented by corresponding member 
of the UzSSR Academy of Sciences S. P. Tursunmukhmedov, corresponding member of 
the UzSSR Academy of Sciences R. Kh. Aminova, corresponding member of the UzSSR 
Academy of Sciences Kh. T. Tursumov, professor K. Kh. Khanazarov, and professor 


A. K. Valiyev. 


The conference had five sections: "Rules and Trends of Change in the Social 
Class Structure of Soviet Society"; "The Place and Role of the Working Class in 
the Social Class Structure of the Developed Socialist Society"; "Kolkhoz 

Peasants and Their Convergence with the Working Class and Labor Intelligentsia — 
Overcoming Significant Differences Between the City and the Countryside”; "The 
Development of the Socialist Intelligentsia — Overcoming Significant Differences 
Between Mental and Physicai Labor"; and "The 26th CPSU Congress on the Develop- 
ment of Nationality Relations in the Period of Developed Socialism." Advance 
publication of abstracts of the reports and communications enabled all partici- 


pants to familiarize themselves with their basic points. 


The report by corresponding member of the UzSSR Academy of Sciences S. P, 
Tursunmukhamedoyv gave an analysis of the social class structure of Soviet society 





and disclosed its principal developmental trends, This report emphasized that 
under conditions of developed socialism it is important to study the regional 
characteristics of development of the social class structure of the mature so- 
cialist society, In connection with this studying the questions of the leveling 
out of socialist nations [natsiya] in terms of social class structure and the 
formation of a qualitatively new, homogeneous social class structure in them is 

a timely problem. As the speaker emphasized, it is becoming necessary to investi- 
gate the problems of the manifestation of the general rules and specific features 
of change in the social class structure of the population of the Soviet republic, 
including the Central Asian republics. For example, rural population predomi- 
nates in the social structure of the population of Uzbekistan; according to 1981 
figures it accounted for 58.5 percent of the population of the republic, compared 
to 37 percent for the USSR as a whole. In the time between 1971 and 1981, in 

other words a decade, the rural population of the republic increased from 7,696,000 
to 9,452,000, a rise of almost 2 million, while for the USSR as a whole in the same 
time the rural population declined by 7.4 million (see "Narodnoye Khozyaystvo 
Uzbekskoy SSR v 1980 g." [The Economy of the Uzbek SSR in 1980], Tashkent, 1981, 

p 5, and “Narodnoye Khozyaystvo SSSR v 1980 g." [The USSR National Economy in 


1980}, Moscow, 1981, p 7). 


The speaker noted that the category of “social similarity by type” [odnotipnost'], 
which is used along with the concepts of "social uniformity" [yedinstvo] and 
“social homogeneity” [odnorodnost'], needs theoretical analysis and interpretation. 
It reflects the fact of the enormous social advances of the nations and ethnic 
groups [narodnost'] of our country, These advances are also expressed in the for- 
mation of large national cadres of the working class and labor intelligentsia 
within all the nations and ethnic groups of the USSR and in the similarity in 
developmental trends in their social ciass structure, The decree of the CPSU 
Central Committee entitled "The 60th Anniversary of the Formation of the USSR" 
states: "We are justly proud of the fact that the peoples of the former national 
frontiers, who were formerly doomed to perpetual backwardness, have marched 
confidently forward in one rank with the working people of all the nations of 

the country into the socialist future, bypassing capitalism and reaching the 
heights of social progress" (Moscow, 1982, p 7). The report gave special atten- 
tion to the development of the Uzbek working class as the leading force in 
unifying the different nationalities working in the republic. 


The report by corresponding member of the UzSSR Academy of Sciences Kh. T. Tursunov 
noted that the concrete content of the forms and methods of party management of the 
development of nationality relations needs further investigation. The speaker 
emphasized that in the phase of mature socialism the main direction of exercise 

of party management of the development of nationality relations is following the 
policy of comprehensive development and gradual, increasingly complete conver- 
gence of socialist nations on a truly democratic basis. Each Union republic 

has a multinational population. For this reason it is important that all the 
nations receive proper representation in party and state bodies while giving 

strict consideration to the practical and ideological-moral qualities of the in- 


dividual. 


CPSU management of nationality relations, as the report emphasized, aims at maxi- 
mum use of the possibilities and advantages of the developed socialist society 
and at supporting the process of continued flourishing and convergence of socialist 








nations and strengthening internationality unity and the friendship of the USSR 
peoples by every means. 


Professor K. Kh. Khanazarov observed that the unprecedented cultural development 
of the nations and ethnic groups of our country in the last 60 years is one of 
the most outstanding accomplishments of the peoples of the USSR. The Communist 
Party and Soviet State attach great importance to the development of national 
languages as an important factor in the cultural development of the socialist 
nations. The more developed the language is, the more effective work on cul- 
tural development of the society will be and the more sophisticated the means 
used for the process of cultural development will be, 


The establishment of relations of mutual trust and cooperation among all the 
nations and ethnic groups of the USSR made it historically inevitable that the 
Russian language would become the language of internationality communication. 

As the processes of cultural development of the socialist nations deepen and 
communist building proceeds the Russian language becomes increasingly widespread 
as the language of internationality communication. 


In the current phase of building communism bilingualism dest meets the interests 
of Soviet society. It is the most sophisticated means of communication and cul- 
tural development for each Soviet individual and promotes the continued cul- 
tural growth of each nation and ethnic group. 


The principles presented in the reports at the plenary session of the conference 
were discussed in detail at the sections. 


The session of the first section heard reports and communications devoted to 
analysis of the rules and trends toward change in the class structure of Soviet 
society in the phase of mature socialism. 


Professor B. Normuradov devoted his talk to the questions of the sociopclitical 
and ideological unity of Soviet society. The statements by candidate of philo- 
sphical sciences V. I. Igel', docent A. P. Aliyeva, N. Ergashev, E. Kuzdekov, 
and others considered the dialectic of the interrelationship between the social 
class structure of society and the socialist way of life, the role of women in 
the social class structure of the mature socialist society, the characteristics 
of social class structure in regions where new land is being opened up, and the 
influence of interfarm cooperation on the class structure of the countryside. 


The session of the second section, where about 30 reports were given, was de- 
voted to the role of the USSR working class in the mature socialist society and 
the formation of social homogeneity, The reports of professor Kh. P. Pulatov, 
protessor G. A. Shister, docent S, P. Korepanova, docent M. Kh. Ganiyeva, 
candidate of philosophical sciences A, F. Yemelin, and others emphasize that in 
the phase of mature socialism the working class is the nucleus of Soviet society 
and occupies the leading place in this society, in its social class and na- 


tionality structure. 


Creation of the material-technical base of communism naturally causes numerical 
growth in the USSR working class, The Soviet working class today has become a 
majority of the working people and, therefore, a majority of the USSR nations and 
ethnic groups. The size of the Soviet working class has grown significantly. 
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There has been an increase in the number of workers in all Union republics. In 
1980 there were 4.7 million workers in Uzbekistan, Tadjikistan, Turkmenistan, 
and Kirghizia; this is as many as the entire population in this region before 


the revolution. 


In his talk when awarding the Order of Lenin to the Uzbek SSR, L. I. Brezhnev 
observed: "One of the most important social achievements of Uzbekistan is the 
Significant growth in the size of the working class. it is a majority of the 
population of the republic today. The growth rate of the working class in your 
republic in the 1970's was almost twice as high as the average for the country” 
(PRAVDA, 25 March 1982). The share of the working class of Uzbekistan in the 
population of the republic was as follows according to the all-Union censuses: 
19.3 percent in 1939, 39.2 percent in 1959, 45.8 percent in 1970, and 52.9 per- 
cent in 1979. The statements at this session pointed out the leading role of the 
working class in the int¢rnationalization of social life under conditions of de- 


veloped socialism. 


The 26th CPSU Congress noted the vast changes taking place in the life of kolkhoz 
peasants in our country. These changes are linked to the process of industriaii- 
zation of agricultural production, the rise in the cultural-technical and educa- 
tional level of kolkhoz peasants, and growth in their labor activism and 
consciousness. Ali this promotes convergence of the kolkhoz peasants and the 
working class. These questions were discussed in reports and communications at 
the session of the third section. Speakers at the section included corresponding 
member of the UzSSR Academy of Sciences R. Kh. Aminova, professor A. A. Akhtamov, 
professor S. U. Urunov, professor R. D. Dzhumaniyavov, docent M. A. Abdullayev, 
Kh. S. Suleymanov, docent K. Yu. YuSupov, candidate of philosophical sciences A. 
Otuzov, and others. Their statements emphasized that the convergence of standards 
of living of the urban and rural populations are one of the important social 
challenges of building communism. "The city and the countryside,” said Sh. R. 
Rashidov, nonvoting member of the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee and 
first secretary of the Central Committee of the Uzbek Communist Party, "cannot 
go toward communism in turn. The lag of the countryside behind the city must be 
overcome to insure that all society makes the transition to communism at one 
time” ("Kommunisticheskoye Vospitaniye Truzhenikov Sela i Voprosy Povysheniya 
Kul'tury Sel'skogo Byta" [Communist Indoctrination of Rural Working People and 
Questions of Raising the Cultural Level of Rural Life], Moscow, 1975, p 80). 
Participants in the section also discussed questions related to the process of 
eliminating the significant differences between the city and the countryside. 

It was further observed that reorganization and updating rural life and estab- 
lishing amenities in the rural areas play a key role in this process, We already 
have many sovkhozes and kolkhozes where urban conveniences are combined with the 
special features and needs of rural life, 


The fourth section discugsed the questions of development of the Soviet socialist 
intelligentsia and overcoming the significant differences between mental and 
physical labor using the example of the Central Asian region. The statements of 
professor S. Kh. Nasyrkhodzhayev, professor A. K. Valiyev, and professor S. S. 
Sadvkov said that rapid growth in the size of the intelligentsia is linked to 
the spread of the scientific-technical revolution and the rise in the educa- 
ultural level of workers and kolkhoz members, At the same time the 
differences between people engaged in mental and physical labor are 


tional and c 
signifi-ant 
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ing intellectual content. Many of these people are efficiency workers, inventors, 
authors of books and articles, and state and public figures. 


The communications of candidate of philosophical sciences L. S. Kurbanova, docent 
A. Z. Ziyatov, “M. Akhmedov, docent P. G. Dyugayev, A. I. Tadzhiyev, docent L. M. 
Belyavskiy, and others noted the accelerated growth of the intelligentsia in 
Uzbekistan and the other Central Asian republics and posed the q tions of in- 
proving the guality of training for the intelli. entsia. 


Regional characteristics of. development of social class structure were discussed 
at the session of the fifth section. Professor N. Zayniyev, professor A. M. 
Yuldashev, docent E. Yu. Yunusov, docent I. M. Khamidov, docent F. Ismailov, 
candidate of philosophical sciences R. Karimov, docent F. M. Prudnikov, candidate 
of philosophical sciences Kanarov, and others talked about the processes of de- 
velopment of national relations under conditions where nations and ethnic groups 
have achieved de facto equality, all social life has developed an internation- 
ality character, and the Soviet people have emerged as a new internationality 
rommunity of people. 


The conference also discussed the issues of criticizing bourgeois ideology on 
problems of social class structure and nationality relations, Reports on these 
matters were presented by candidate of philosophical sciences M. V. Uzbekov, 

T. Zh. Kasymbekov, candidate of philosophical sciences R. Karimov, Sh. T. 
Tulyaganov, docent Yu. I. Kaplun, candidate of philosophical sciences D. N. 
Abdullayeva, and candidate of philosophical sciences M, Kh. Ganiyeva. 


The conference adopted extensive recommendations for the purpose of further work 
on the problems that were discussed.

Key to the Village Apartment--The Experience of Lipetsk in Comprehensive 
Construction of Communities” ] 


[Text! At the beginning of January I received a phone call from the First 
Secretary of the Yeletsk party raykom Petr Tikhonovich Gorlov. “I was just 
brought a summary of population movements in the rayon, he said. Well, 

during this year rural population increased by 300 persons.” I have to admit 
that this information made me very happy. This is because during the last few 
years population of some villages dropped every year with a depressing con- 
stancy. Also, mainly young people left rural areas. Young men and women, 
after graduating from the 10-year school, left in order to work in many rapid- 
ly growing Yelets and Lipetsk enterprises. When meeting with me, every local 
sovkhoz director complained: “We do not know what else they want. Cattle- 
breeding tacilities have been fully a.tomatized, the technological development 
of the farm is at its highest level, and the wages are very good. So why are

they leaving, why? 


It is true that while implementing the resolutions adopted at the March 1965 
CPSU Central Committee plenum during the last three 5-year plans, we made 
efforts to achieve the concentration of agricultural industry, specializa- 
ion of its branches, and the development of interfarm cooperation iinks. in 
kolkhozes we built large meat and dairy complexes, poultry factories and plants 
processing fruit and vegetables. It is true that even during that period the 
growing migration of rural population to the oblast cities was notec. But we 
did not treat it too seriously because we assumed that it was a temporary 
phenomenon that will disappear as soon as the agricultural production becomes 
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industrialized. 


We were convinced that the most important thing was to create favorable work 
conditions such as construction of spacious, light, clean facilities for breed- 


ing cattle, give machine operators tractors equipped with comfortable cabs, 


and providing modern equipment in maintenance facilities. I am not saying 
that the farm managers did not pay any attention whatsoever to the need tor 
constructing housing, cultural and other community purpose facilities. How- 
ever, the expenditures for implementing these objectives equaled only one- 
or the faiiure to 
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implement these objectives were far from sev 








Finally the development of the modern material-technological base for the agri- 
cultural production was basically accomplished in the oblast. We then became 
alarmed when the human stream flowing from the rural areas became stronger and 
did not intend to dry up. I remember how the director of the kolkhoz "Zavety 
Il'icha"” in Lipetsk Rayon A. Vishnyakov confessed: "We have only 70 persons 
left on the farm--how will they manage?” 


We nad to make significant changes to strengthen the rural cadre and develop 
stable work teams in koikhozes and sovkhozes. At the request of the party 
obkom a team of sociologists conducted a study of the basic causes of the rural 
population's migration. Later economists joined the team as well. The results 
of the study and the recommendations proposed of the scientists were analzyed 
at a meeting of the obkom bureau. The results showed that the main cause of 
the cadre losses lay in the lack of comfortable modern housing and cultural 


facilities in rural areas. 


As a former kolkhoz member, who moved to the city and was awarded a place in 
the plant dormitory, stated: “They built palaces for cows--it would be nice 
if they gave some thought to people as well." This was said harshly and with 
resentment, but he was right. In our construction program there appeared a 
distortion that had to be corrected without delay. Based on the data gathered 
by the sociologists and economists we defined our tasks for the llth Five-Year 
Plan and for the period following the plan. The CPSU executive committee 
bureau and the oblast executive committee adopted a resolution calling for 

the construction of 1 million square meters of housing space for the rural 
workers during the period from 1981 to 1985. 


The implementation of such a large program required a substantial increase 

of building materials and products for construction sites. At the "Zhelezobe- 

ton" trust, an additional capacity was created for the production of large- 

block farm-type houses. Construction of shops needed for the large-panel 

construction of houses was completed by the oblast interkoikhoz association 

and the administration "Lipietskselstroy." , 


Local construction materials are widely used. The materials saved by con- 
struction contractor organizations and industrial enterprises were centrally 
managed and sent to the rural areas. I would like to elaborate on this issue. 
We took into consideration the savings of materials at large construction 
sites of the oblast, such as the Lipetskaya Magnitka tractor plant. But 

what of the balance of above-norm allocations for eliminating spoilage and for 
all kinds of "maximal" losses and damages? Is it not possible to work without 
spoilage and to save every brick, every kilogram of cement, nails, and paint? 
This is where the main source was found. 


Other resources were also found. For example, the plant "Svobodnyi Sokol" 
dispatches heating batteries to users as a part of their overall production. 
In the oblast, there are a pipe plant and enterprises manufacturing sanitary 
engineering and other products very necessary at rural construction sites. 


Of course, all the production is assigned to specific users, but it is possi- 
ble, to some degree, to count on the above-plan production. The planning 











organs cooperated with us and gave their permission for partial use of the 
additional production at the sites. 


In order to organize the housing construction in rural areas better, to moni- 
tor its development, and to step up the effort of mass political indoctrina- 
tion the oblast party headquarters were created. Special commissions that are 
in charge of insuring the availability of material-technical resources, plumb- 
ing, prefabricated reinforced concrete structures, timber, and millwork to 

the rural housing construction are attached to the headquarters. There are 
also commissions for the organization of the socialist competition and devel- 
opment of living conditions. They are headed by managers from the oblast 
party committee and the oblast ispolkom. The CPSU oblast committee press 
center was also set up. Analogous headquarters, commissions, and press cen- 
ters are active in all oblast rayons. 


The party headquarters are interested in organizational and sociopolitical 
work at construction sites, as well as to coordinate and manage the activities 
of trade unions, Komsomel organizations and engineering services. 


The oblast trade union council worked out conditions for socialist competition 
in rural rayons, kolkhozes and sovkhozes, construction organizations, and 
supervisory enterprises. The objective of the competition is speeding up the 
construction of housing and facilities where sociocultural and other services 
are provided at the oblast farms. The competition results are evaluated 
quarterly. 


These are the results of this great effort: in 2 years 486,000 square meters 

of housing space were constructed (over 8,000 apartments), as well as several 
schools, preschool facilities, clubs and cultural centers, hospitals, trading 
centers and other facilities. The length of paved roads has increased. In 

2 years the flow of those leaving rural areas was decreased by one and a half 
times. One half of the high school graduates decided to stay in rural areas. 
And the kolkhoz "Zavety Il‘icha,"” that I mentioned above, employs today over 


1,000 persons. 


A significant contribution to the implementation of the tasks is made by the 
main rural construction organizations, such as the oblast interkolkhoz con- 
struction association and the "Lipetskselstroy" administration. They not only 
increased capability to produce parts for prefabricated construction, but also 
partially changed their organizational structure: specifically, a special 
office for housing construction was created at the oblast interkolkhoz con- 
struction association. 


Much was also done by the Glavlipetskstroy organizations. In 2 years of the 
5-year plan the trusts of this main committee constructed about 130,000 square 
meters of housing space for the rural workers. 


The cooperation of the "Promstroy" trust with farms under patronage in 
Gryazinski rayon also deserves attention. Due to economic use of materials, 
the trust collectives help their dependent farms by providing ferroconcrete 
constructions, cement, millwork, and other materials. The trust employees 
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together with rural construction workers conduct work on all the houses on the 
farm. In other words, there is no house in the rayon that has not been built 
without the active and effective participation of the sponsor. Altogether, 
the sponsoring enterprises and organizations constructed 72,000 square meters 
of the housing space since the beginning of the 5-year plan in the oblast. 


Last year almost 80 farms implemented the comprehensive development of resi- 
dential communities program in the oblast. The development of communities 
and their administrative and cultural centers along a general plan became 
the main objective. However, the capability of the construction organiza- 
tions and sponsoring enterprises is inadequate for the full implementation 
of the housing construction plan in rural areas. That is why about one-half 
of all operations are carried out by the farmers themselves. 


City and rayon party committees anc primary party organizations are skillfully 
mobilizing the collectives to fulfill targets. They direct the efforts of 
ideclogical workers toward forming a high sense of duty and responsibility 

for implementing the tasks in every builder. On every site interim party and 
Party-Komsomol groups have been created, of which there are now over 200. 


Results of 2 years of work permitted to reevaluate previously adopted social- 
ist commitments for housing construction for rural workers. it was decided to 
construct 1.32 million square meters of housing space, instead of 1 million, 


during the 5-year plan. 


Currently, housing construction using the workers’ resources is expanding in 
the oblast. There are two trends. First, completed houses are sold to resi- 
dents with payments spread over 15-20 years. The best workers receive prefer- 
ential treatment. Second, based on the experience in Podmoskovye a decision 
was made to organize cooperatives that are attached either to the rayon execu- 
tive committees or organized directly at the farms. 


The results could have been even better if we received more heip from some 
central departments. So far we have not always found support in the minis- 
tries and supply organizations. Such help is necessary for the successful 
achievement of the adopted socialistic commitments for the construction of 
housing and services facilities for rural workers. The help is also needed 
if the oblast is to make a more significant contribution to the implementa- 
tion of the USSR Production Program adopted at the May 1982 CPSU Central Com- 


mittee Plenum.

KIRGHIZ NOVEL ON BASMACHI FILLED WITH ‘FACTUAL ERRORS‘ 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 2 Mar 83 p 3

[Text] Izdatel'stvo "Kyrgyzstan" has republished Dzh. Dzhenchurayev's short novel 
"Konets volch'yey stai" [The End of the Wolf Pack]*- Chronologically the novel 
encompasses events from the tragic year of 1916 until the present day. 


Fighting shoulder to shoulder for the young Soviet republic of the workers and 
peasants were the Kirghiz and Russians, Kazakhs and Ukrainians, Dungane and 
Uzbeks. They also included the author of the novel, Dzh. Dzchenchurayev. He was 
a member of the Komsomol, student at a military school, a Red commander, and a 
participant in the struggle against the “basmachi™ [counterrevolutionary robber 


bands!. 


The story resurrects those difficult and terrible years. It teaches the reader how 
to guard and reinforce the friendship of nations and how to be an internationalist 
patriot. Therein lies the value of the book. 


However, its ideological-indoctrinational importance, in my opinion, would have 
been greater if the author and the publishing house had not made serious factual 
errors when describing and assessing certain events of that time. 


On page 153 we read, "But the ‘basmachi' were an unorganized, disunited crowd." 

And just a bit earlier, on page 133, one of the “basmach" leaders states, "In order 
to get rid of the Bolsheviks and the Soviets, it is necessary to organize armed 
detachments, to attack institutions and coilective farms, and to destroy the 
activists." Even this indirect testimony is yet another confirmation of the fact 
that the "basmachi" represented an organized armed movement, rather than a 


"disunited crowd." 


In “Istoriya KPSS" [History of the CPSU] it is emphasized that the “basmachi" 
“after the victory of Octeber, took on a clearly anti-Soviet coloration and 
changed into a weapon in the struggle being waged by international imperialism

against the socialist revolution and the national-liberation movement in Central 
Asia" ("istoriya KPSS v 6 tomakh [History of the CPSU in Six Volumes!, Vol 3, 
Book 2, Politizdat, Moscow, 1968, p 541). 


After giving an incorrect interpretation to the origin and goals of the “basmachi,™ 
the author -- and this is completely natural -- superficially illumines the 

course of the armed struggle between the Leninist officer candidates and the 
"basmachi.” 

Everyone knows that the execution of any military task begins with the announcing 
of the combat order. And in the story we read, “™‘Comrade commander, do we have 
to go a long way?’ officer candidate Khasan Dadadbayev asked. 


""As far as Troitskiy Camp, and then into Chirchik ravine’™ (p 142). 


The commanders of the Tashkent United Military School imeni V. I. Lenin could 
not have acted that way, since that was one of the best forges for military 
personnel tor the Red Army. 


Describing the combat engagements, the author obviously simplifies the course of 
events. Ail the officer candidates have to do is to get close to the “basmachi"™ 
and they immediately "throw down their ‘mul ’tuki', throw up their hands, and 

run into the hills. The combat engagements are of such a nature that, to use the 
author's words, they can only “break the officer candidate's eardrum." 


And yet it is well known that, in combat engagements against the “basmachi," 
many officer candidates and fighting men in the Red Army died a hero's death. 


The story contains distortions of historic events and the role played by individu- 
al personalities (it is difficult to call them the heroes of the story, since they 
are mentioned only in passing). On page 128 one reads, ". . . You know A. Ivani- 
tsyn. He is an old Bolshevik, the creator of the Communist Party of Kirghizia" 


(emphasis added). As the expression goes, comments would be unnecessary. 


On page 216 we read, “In that terrible year of 1931 the end was put, once and for 
all, to the Zhunaid Khan gang. And, between the Aral Sea and the Caspian Sea, 

on Mangyshlax«, the last ‘'basmach' gang was wiped from the face of the earth, the 
gang that was meaded by Tanaly Murzagel'diyev. The end of the wolf pack had 
come." Practically every phrase here is a contradiction to the truth. 


The year 1931 was a year of peaceful construction. The country was building 
plants and was reinforcing the kolkhozes. The victorious procession of socialism 
had begun. An end had been put to the “basmachi™ on the territory of Uzbekistan, 
Kirghizia, Kazakhstan, and Tajikistan. But in the out-of-the-way livestock- 
raising regions of the Karakumy Desert, in Turkestan, in the summer of 1931, the 
"basmach" actions became intensified. Large Red Army forces, separate units of 
the GPU [State Political Directorate], and aviation were drawn into the job of 
destroying the gangs. The combat operations of the units were headed by SAVO 
(Central Asia Military District] commander P. Ye. Dybenko. The party-political 
work among the troops was headed by Military Council member G. G. Yastrebov. 

The Central Committee of the Communist Party of Turkmenia and the republic govern- 
ment were concerned that the troops had everything that they needed for combat 








actions: the engagement was won -- the “basmachi™ were destroyed. But the 

final destruction was not until "May 1933, when, in the Karakumy, the last 
large-scale ‘basmach" gang, headed by Durdy Murat and Akhmet-Bek, was eliminated” 
("“Sovetskaya voyennaya entsiklopediya” [Soviet Military Encyclopedia], Voyeniz- 
dat, Moscow, Vol I, 1976, p 41). 


The story contains hundreds of names of the participants in the events being 
described. And the events themselves are described in such a way that one can 
not always understand what is being discussed. 


"Satylganov rested the butt of his Berdanka against the ground and brought forward 
the long bayonet. The horse run up into the bayonot and crashed down onto the 
ground, together with the rider. Koli'bay fell, but he jumped up quickly. His 
carbine was sticking out of the horse's chest, and he had to pull out the bayonet 
forcibly," is the way in which the author, on page 60, describes a combat engage- 
ment. May one respectfully ask, what was Kol"bay Satylganov armed with, anyway? 
On page 216 the author mentions a “brigade under the command of Petrov." Who is 
this’ Petrov, and what was his later fate? The author does not say. And yet 

he is discussing the honored military leader in the Soviet Army, Ivan Yefimovich 
Petrov. He led the defense of Odessa and Sevastopol’, and the troops of the 4th 
Ukrainian Front. After the war he commanded the troops of the Turkestan Military 


District. 


Nor did the author show much respect to his chief, A. K. Malyshev. On page 140 
he invented for him the name Malyshek. What is this, a typographical error or 


carelessness? 


The enemies also "got theirs." General Dutov in the story began to be called 
Kazakh ataman Dutov; and ataman Annenkov began to be called a general (p 22). 


The Lewis machinegun ["pulemet ‘L'yuisa’™"] was called the Lews machinegun 
["pulemet ‘L'yusa’"]. The army never had a “headquarters of the political 
directorate," but there is one in the book. 


On pages 120-121 it is stated that Alma-Ata is the center of Semirech'ye, but 
when Semirech'ye Oblast existed, Alma-Ata was called Vernyy. On page 211 the 
author, giving the date 1929, says that ". . . chief of the GPU of Kirghiz SSR, 
Severgin, with his hands placed in back of him, was nervously walking back and 
forth in the office of the commissioner of the GPU of Bazar~Kurganskiy Rayon, 
Bulatov." However, at that time, no such republic existed. It was the Kirghiz 
ASSR. 


The book also contains simply annoying typographical errors and misunderstandings. 
Page 121, once again, had an unfortunate mistake, for example. On that page one 
encounters the combination “shtab-kapitan” [junior lieutenant], whereas it should 


be "“shtabs-kapitan."” One of the characters in the book, officer Geytsiknh is 
called, on page 26, a lieutenant colonel, but after only a few pages he is 
already a colonel. The author did not mention his promotion anywhere. 

A book is supposed to he a source of knowledge, not a rebus that people are 
supposed to decipher. Editor R. Osmonova, all things considered, relied entirely 
upon the author, and he misled both her and the publishing house. Who, then, 
will correct all these mistakes? Because they must be corrected. 
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SPECIAL COMMITTEE INVESTIGATES CORRUPTION IN GEORGIAN MVD

[Text] Report from the Meeting of the Central Commission for 
Fighting Offenses Against Socialist Legality and Negative Phe- 
nomena, an organization of the Georgian SSR Ministry of 


Internal Affairs (MVD) 


At the February 1983 meeting of the republic party aktiv which 
discussed the results of the campaign to maintain law and or- 
der in 1982 there was a serious and impartial discussion of 
the observance of socialist legality in law enforcement agen- 
cies, in particular the internal affairs agencies of the re- 
public. It was observed that during the past year a number 
of persons who had made their way into internal affairs agen- 
cies were exposed and held criminally responsible for taking 
bribes. But despite a significant decrease in comparison 
with 1981, numerous cases of various offenses against social- 
ist legality were recorded in the republic. 


As emphasized at the meeting of the party aktiv, the Central 
Committee of the Georgian Communist Party will continue to sup- 
port the uncompromising position of the Ministry of Internal 
Affairs and especially of the republic Procurator'’s Office and 
other administrative agencies concerning questions of the 
struggle to purge their ranks, to resolutely get rid of dis- 
honest, unconscientious people who have gotten into these 
agencies. The main job of city and rayon party committees, 
city and rayon executive committees, administrative agencies, 
and primary party organizations is to decide questions of se- 
lection, placement, and indoctrination of personnel in such a 
way as to preclude cases of violations of socialist legality. 


The report below tells how this work is organized in the 
Central Commission for Fighting Offenses Against Socialist 
Legality and Negative Phenomena, an organization of the 
Georgian SSR Ministry of Internal Affairs. 








The question under discussion was “Improper Actions of Associates of the Kaspi 
ROVD [Regional Depa-tment of Internal Affairs]." An inspection made there by 
the ministry’s Personnel Administration had uncovered the following, 


In January 1981 the Kaspi ROVD received a report that a stripped VAZ-2106 vehicle 
without a license plate had been found in a ravine. ROVD associates CG. 
Budziashvili and A. Napovnishvili were sent to the place where the Zhiguli, or 

to be more precise, what was left of it, had been discovered, When called before 
a session of the commission, they explained that the vehicle when found had been 
completely taken apart and the body number destroyed with a metal object. But 

it was not possible to check this because at the time of the investigation, two 
years before, the militia associates had not done what they were bound by duty to 
do, namely to write up an appropriate document on the stripped vehicle. 


After the body of the Zhiguli was delivered to the ROVD yard all the administra- 
tion there did was to send a report to this effect to the duty office of the 
Georgian SSR MVD. No other steps were taken to establish the owner of the ve- 
hicle, its license plate number, to determine the circumstances of the theft, or 
to send appropriate guidelines to the city and rayon agencies of the republic 


MVD. 


The stripped body of the Zhiguli stood abandoned in the yard of the rayon militia 
department for 18 months until finally V. Begeluri, sector inspector for the 
Kaspi ROVD, decided to help himself, which he did last summer. He delivered the 
body to a certain Z. Iluridze in the town of Agayani. This man engaged in the 
illegal business of secretly repairing motor vehicles at home. Notice the situa- 
tion: a militia sector inspector whose duty should be tc expose people like 

Z. Iluridze, is himself using his services. How can we expect the militia em- 
ployee to be respected by local residents in this case? 


When the body was repaired Z. Iluridze (notice that it was him, not Begeluri; 

the latter wanted to stay in the background) sold it for 2,500 rubles to L. 
Mikeladze, an inspector in the Gori subdivision of the State Motor Vehicle Inspec- 
torate of the Ceorgian SSR MVD. Again the same situation: an associate of the 
state motor vehicle inspectorate, supposed to be upholding socialist legality, 

is himself participating in a shady transaction. 


The commission members did not restrict their investigation to information on 
this fact alone. They evaluated it with due regard for the character of each 
militia associate, taking into account work done with personnel by the ROVD ad- 
ministration. What kind of person is sector inspector Begeluri? He had been 
punished earlier on a disciplinary basis for systematic abuse of alcohol during 
working hours. Begeluri's irresponsible attitude toward performance of service 
duties led to loss of the vehicie assigned to him, 


The story above testifies to an extremely unfavorable situation in the Kaspi ROVD, 
which unquestionably has a negative effect on the activities of the ROVD in its 
fight against crime. This is precisely the explanation for the fact that the 
Kaspi ROVD is second to last, and sometimes also ninth or last, in the Kartali 
zone for a number of basic work indicators. 


The commission members were unanimous in their evaluations. And these evalua-

tions were given from the standpoint of maximal strictness. All unseemly actions 








by militia associates were called by their proper names, and the largest possible 
number of responsible persons were called to account. 


“When recalling the criticai remarks addressed to employees of internal affairs 
agencies at the recent meeting of the republic aktiv,” says Ma} Gen Internal Serv 
G. Seredkin, chairman of the commission and deputy Georgian SSR minister of in- 
ternal affairs, “it must be stated that they will have a foundation under them as 
long as incompetent leaders who do not have control of the situation are working in 
our ranks, in this case people such as Sh. Guliashvili, chief of the Kaspi ROVD, 
and G. Bochoshvili, his deputy for political indoctrination work.” 


And then the commission made its decision. VY. Begeluri, sector inspector for the 
Kaspi ROVD, was discharged from internal affairs agencies for illegal actions, 
involving restoration and sale of the vehicle body improperly taken from the ROVD 
yard and for a negligent attitude toward performance of service duties. L. 
Mikeladze, inspector of the Gori subdivision of the republic State Motor Vehicle 
Inspectorate, was also discharged from internal affairs agencies. The question 

of the responsibility of Sh. Guliashvili, chief of the Kaspi ROVD, and his 
political deputy Bochoshvili will be considered at a joint session of the collegium 
of the Georgian SSR MVD and the bureau of the Kaspi Rayon Committee of the Ceorgian 


Communist Party. 


In December of last year the bureau of the Gori city committee of the party re- 
viewed the question of serious shortcomings in the work of the Gori GOVD [city 
department of internal affairs] on solving serious crimes, The bureau noted that 
the unsatisfactory work of the criminal investigation department headed by V. 
Kazishvili resulted in the alarming fact that a majority of the apartment burg- 
laries committed in the preceding 11 months were still unsolved. Kazishvili 

takes an extremely careless attitude toward the important work sector entrusted to 
him. Moreover, he has demonstrated a private enterprise attitude, expressed in 
the fact that he built his own home and deviated from the plan by increasing the 
living space by 118 square meters. 


The bureau of the city party committee also pointed out that this became possible 
because of lack of control by GOVD chief V. Razhamashvili, his deputy for opera- 
tions 0. Dzhaparidze, and secretary of the primary party organization lI. 
Khabelashvili. By a decision of the bureau these workers were strictly punished 
on the party level and V. Kazishvili, chief of the department of criminal inves- 
tigation of the GOVD,was removed from his position. 


But just one month later new cases of flagrant illegality were found in the same 
Gori GOVD by the Personnel Administration and Administration of Criminal Inves- 
tigation of the republic MVD. This time the ministry commission made a detailed 
examination of the factors and conditions which gave rise to the situation. 


A selective check conducted in two high-rise buildings in Gori revealed several 
cases of apartment burglaries that were concealed from state records. The crimi- 
nal or criminals who broke into R. Dzhavakhishvili's apartment last June stole 
3,000 rubles and a leather cape. The victim informed the GOVD of this event the 
According to the woman's testimony former chief of the criminal in- 


same day. 
vestigation division Kazishvili and one other militia associate that she did not 


know put her in a car and drove her around town for a while hoping that she would 








recognize the suspect in the crime, but this did not work. Fingerprints were 
taken from the scene of the incident on the next day, and with this all “work” 
to solve the crime conciuded, Moreover, it was not even reflected in the 
records of the GOVD. 

In just the same way, nothing was done about PD. Rostomashvili's declaration that 
her apartment had been burglarized. City militia associates were also completely 
inactive in the case of the apartment burglary agairst N. Rusitashvili. This 
led to the thieves’, aware of the lack of punishment, repeating the burglary of 
her apartment two weeks later. And in all these cases the militia associates 
would appear at the scene, superficially examine it, and with that stop all work 
to solve dangerous crimes, which were not even recorded in GOVD documents, De- 
tail by detail a picture was constructed at the session of the commission to 
characterize the work of the Gori GOVD to fight crime today. The professional 
helplessness of the administration of the GOVD and their inability or unwilling- 
ness to hold subordinates strictly accountable resulted in the situation where 
the city department and the Kaspi ROVD hold the last two places in the Kartali 
zone for a whole series of the most important work indicators. 


They somehow manage "not to notice" how certain associates build luxurious homes, 
successfully getting around the requirements of the law in this. This was done 
not only by the former chief of the criminal investigation department Kazishvili, 
who has already been mentioned, but also by chief of the investigative department 
S. Dzhambrishvili. The bureau of the city party committee severely reprimanded 
him for this and entered the fact in his records. Incidentally, both of them 
were discharged from internal affairs agencies by a decision of the commission 
for showing private enterprise tendencies incompatible with the title of militia 
worker and for serious shortcomings in their work. 


Once again the members of the commission attached to the Georgian SSR MVD — chief 
of the Personnel Administration N. Berishvili, chief of the department of politi- 
cal indoctrination work 0. Gokadze, chief of the ministry Administration of 
Criminal Investigation M. Targamadze, and the others — were unanimous in their 
evaluations and conclusions. And once again, as in the first case, the militia 
workers were punished to the fullest extent. 


I understand that when I make this statement I am in danger of hearing a very 
natural response: if the republic Ministry of Internal Affairs is so strict in 
evaluating the work expected of its lower-ranking subdivisions and if it imposes 
such high standards on their employees, then why are so many things wrong in the 
activities of local internal affairs agencies? The answer is very simple. It is 
because the local agencies have not reached the same level of high standards, 
because they take a liberal, tolerant attitude toward many serious violations conm- 


mitted by individual militia assocaites,

Worker for concealing apartment burglaries trom state records and insincerity 
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in conducting official investigations, while sector inspector A. Tatuashvili

During the night before 6 January a serious crime was committed in Marneul'skiy 
Rayon: four thugs raped a l3-vear-old girl. Even this especially dangerous crime 
was concealed for a time. 


Late in the evening, worried by the disappearance of their seventh-grade daughter, 
the parents reported this to the Marneul’skiy ROV!) by telephone, but sector in- 
spector Sh. Aliyev, who was on duty that day, did not record this fact in the iog 
and did not report it to the administration, On the next day the girl's parents, 
having learned ot “te crime, were pressured by the relatives of the criminals and 
did not report it to the militia. Sector inspector S. Aliyev (the same last name 
as ROVD duty officer Sh. Aliyev) also concealed this fact. The service investi- 
gation conducted later here showed that Aliyev aiso entered into an illegal 


contact with the parents of the 


Moreover, analysis of the materials gathered by the ministry Personnel Adminis- 
tration provides reason to believe that P. Mamedov, deputy chief of the 
Marneul’skiy ROVD for political indoctrination work, was aware of the fact of 
the gang rape of a minor and also took no steps to establish the identity of 


the criminals or officially record this crime until 21 January when he learned 
that the Personnel Administration of the Republic MVD was making an official in- 


vestization. 


Sector inspector S. Aliyev was discharged from internal affairs agencies on the 
grounds of unfitness for service because he kept a serious crime out of the 

state records, conducted questionable negotiations with the criminals, and tried 
to impede the official investigation. Sector inspector Sh. Aliyev was declared 
of questionable fitness for duty for failure to accept the report of the disap- 
pearance of the 13-year-old girl and not insuring normal work by the duty section 
of the Marneul'’skiy ROVD, which later made it possible to conceal the fact of the 
rape. It was decided to put the question of the responsibility of P. Mamedov, 
deputy chief of the ROVD for political indoctrination work, before the collegium 
of the republic MVD and the bureau of the Marneul'’skiy Ravon Committee of the 


Georgian Communist Party for discussion, It was suggested that duly appointed 


chief of the Marneul’skiy ROVD B. Salukvadze take steps to normalize the situa- 
tion in the collective.

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OSSETIAN KOLKHOZ CHAIRMAN WRONGLY FIRED UNDER PARTY PRESSURE 


[Editorial Report] Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian on 8 January 1983 page 3 
carries Rezo Dvalishvili's 500-word account of the troubles of Ilia 
Koberidze, who was dismissed from his post as chairman of the Avnevi 
Kolkhoz in Znauri Rayon (Ossetia) and has been futilely seeking redress 
ever since, to no avail. The kolkhoz was lagging on all counts until May 
1980, when Koberidze was elected chairman and soon overcame the lag and 
enabled the farm to prosper. But he "acquired enemies as well as friends," 
and when the raykom first secretary went on leave to take courses, Raykom 
Second Secretary K. Gabarayev began to harass Koberidze, threatening him 
with dismissal for “poor performance." The rayispolkom "made haste" to go 
along with it, and after he was fired and reprimanded, a party organization 
secretary was installed as kolkhoz chairman "without consulting with the 
people," and the livestock complex chief was promoted to the oblast agri- 
cultural administration. The kolkhoz's performance has gone downhill once 
more. 


The case was written up in NIANGI [the satire magazine], but Znauri 
officials have yet to respond. At a kolkhoz general assembly convened at 
the request of the raykom buro, the ispolkom chairman asked that the buro's 
decision be supported. Koberidze claims that "no more than six persons" 
supported it, and considers the action invalid. 


"The case is not over yet," says the author. Koberidze is said to have 
been offered a number of management posts but has turned them all down; 
it's a matter of honor.

On pages 2 and 3 is a translation of Moscow State University Professor 

D. Ziatopol'’skiy’s 14 January article in PRAVDA relating to the same 
general theme of voiuntary union in the family of nations, national self- 
determination under the party's guidance, national flourishing, and 
increasing rapprochement. The nationalities question has been resolved 
positively, but efforts are nevertheless needed to get rid of vestiges of 
national exclusivity and chauvinism. Moreover, owing to the growing “non- 
native” population in many republics, it is essential to ensure that their 
specific needs are satisfied in terms of language, social and economic 
planning, and party and governmental operations. 


POTI TERRITORIAL-INTERSECTORIAL EXPERIMENT EXPLAINED 


{Editorial Report] Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian on 6 January 1983 page 2 
carries a 4100-word three-way dialogue between reporters Nanuli Baratashvili 
and Mikheil Mikadze and economist Otar Khupenia concerning the background, 
structure, and workings of the Poti Territorial-Intersectorial Association, 
an economic experiment inspired in part by the Abasha agroindustrial exper- 
iment that has already proved its worth and has spread throughout the 
republic. It was designed to test, on a relatively localized and hence 
safe scale, whether local social and economic concerns could be harmonized 
with industry ‘sector’ and overall state interests under the coordination 
of a unified authoritative body acting to ensure that independent enter- 
prises and organizations of varying jurisdiction (all-union, union-repub- 
lic, local) perform efficiently to mutual benefit. The organ was set up as 
a gorispolkom department and finally accorded association status on 

10 April i982. Its budget comes out of the participating enterprises ' 
surplus profits [svobodnyye ostatki], economic incentive funds, and taxes 
paid for the use of industrial water from the Rioni basin. Some 62 enter- 
prises are members at present, with jurisdictional status determined by 
rank ‘all-union versus local/republic). The association itself is 
subordinate to the gorsoviet and republic Gosplian. Its chief is Poti 
Gorispolkom First Deputy Chairman Victor Tikhov; his deputies are heads of 
the gorispoikom planning commmission and financial department. 


So far the associati has performed well and vielded results. For example, 
the public opinion service polled citizens on consumer goods and deter- 
mined that numerous essential products were unavailable. In the same 

spirit as Ancropov's remarks at the November Plenum, the association sought 
out local reserves--resources, facilities, and manpower--and found ways to 


make the goods locally, often from industrial remnants and waste materials, 
which have been inventoried and catalogued. Shevardnadze spoke highly of 
the association's efforts at the llth Plenum. KOMUNISTI will continue to 
observe these promising developments and inform its readers. 
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GEORGIAN MOUNTAIN RAYON DEVELOPMENT DISCUSSED 


(Editorial Report! Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian on 9 January 1983 page 2 
carries 0. Nikabadze's 1300-word article on efforts to develop Ordzhonikidze 
Rayon's mountain areas, whose considerable livestock anid crop potential 
declined from the 1950s after small, isolated, but mostly prosperous 
kolkhozes were unwisely consolidatec with larger units for the sake of 
economic large-scale mechanization which proved largely unfeasable owing to 
the rough terrain and lack of roads. Many villages were deserted, orchards 
and fieids were neglected, and vast areas of formerly productive land fell 
into disuse. Draft animals suitable for working the mountainous and small- 
contour lands declined in population. In recent years, measures have been 
taken to revive the region. Roads have been built, cableways are being 
constructed to remote pastures. <A number of grain and legume crops have 
been tried out and proved successful. Local industry is being developed. 


A somewhat related 1100-word editorial on page 1 decries the vast amount of 
unused land in the republic and cites the above article as an example of 
the kind of thinking and effort needed to maximize the land's bounty. It 
also stresses the reed to master the techniques and acquire the machinery 
for "“plowless cultivation" as an effective measure against wind erosion.

GEORGIAN JUSTICE MINISTER ELUCIDATES NEW CRIME LEGISLATION

carries Georgian Juétice Minister A. Shushanashvili's 2100-word article 
elucidating in detail the new crime legisiation enacted iast year by the 
USSR Supreme Soviet, which is in effect as of 1 January, designed to clari- 
fy and introduce uniformity into the criminal codes of the union republics. 
He deals at length with laws governing "postponement of sentence” procedures 
and the need for differentiated handling of individual cases depending on 
the type of criminal act, the level of danger it poses, the personality of 
the culprit, and so on. The imposition of fines is discussed, also the 
terms of probation, their purpose and application. Among other important 
innovations he focuses on new legislation governing the handling of 
drifters, beggars, and other idlers, in particular the introduction of 


"labor education prophylactoria." 














BOOK ON GEORGIAN-ARMENIAN HISTORICAL RELATIONS REVIEWED 


(Editorial Report] Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian on 7 January 1983 page 3 
carries Candidate of History L. Davlianidze's and Dr of History 

D. Muskhelishvili's 900-word review of Guram Maisuradze’'s "Relations 
Between the Georgian and Armenian Peoples, 13th Through i8th Centuries," 
published by the GSSR Academy of Sciences. Though neighbors, the two 
nations developed rather differently owing to geographical factors and 
internal evolution. Feudalism in Georgia developed along Western lines; in 
Armenia, the Eastern influence was dominant. The impact of "the foreign 
factor" was harder on Armenia than on Georgia, so that Armenian state 
cohesiveness was disrupted when cut off from the Georgian state, which to 
some extent exerted a unifying force in Transcaucasia. During certain 
periods, according to Armenian sources cited by the author, Armenians 
looked to Georgian kings to champion their common cause against culturally 
more backward but militarily stronger Moslem invaders. In the 18th 
century, moves by Georgian kings in the context of fellow-Christian 
Russia's growing presence led to the historic Georgievsk Treaty in 1783. 
The reviewers acknowledge that some of the issues discussed in the book may 
be controversial. They regret the absence of an index of persons and place 
names. 


RURAL GEORGIAN 'PEOPLES UNIVERSITY’ PROMOTES CULTURE, INDUSTRY 


[Editorial Report] Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian on 12 January 1963 page 4 
carries V. Tsirekidze's 1100-word piece on the Nikortsminda Peoples Uni- 
versity in Ambrolauri Rayon, centered on the llth-century Nikortsminda 
Cathedral. With four departments (Literature and Art; History and Regional 
Science; Traditions and Atheism; and Environmental Protection and Natural 
Resources) and distinguished lecturers from a number of fields, the insti- 
tution has been especially active in promoting the care and restoration of 
the area's numerous churches and monuments, also the spread of atheism 
through regular courses and traveling lectures. Finaily, along with 
overall efforts to improve local living conditions and halt migration, the 
Peoples University has been instrumental in promoting industrial deveiop- 
ment to employ more of the population the year round; a branch of the 
Tbilisi Electric Starter Plant will open in the near future. 
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
